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MALCOLM GLAZER « 


On January 16, 1995, he 
Stepped to the podium, 
smiled and promised a win- 
ner. The crowd nodded and 
presumably chuckled. 
Malcolm Glazer had just paid 
a record price for an NFI. 
team, but it was a team that 
was mired in a futile cycle, In 
a bottom-line business, the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers were 
consistently hitting bottom, 
winning only 30 percent of 
their games over 19 seasons of existence. Few thought Glazer 
could buck that trend, 


But the fortunes have certainly changed drastically for the 
Buccaneers, who have vaulted from the NFL's basement to the top 
of the NFL universe under Glazer’s direction. Glazer’s Buccaneers 
brought Tampa Bay the first Super Bowl title in franchise history 
with the club's 48-21 victory over the Oakland Raiders in Super 
Bowl XXXVII on January 26, 2003 in San Diego. The Buccaneers, 
who were making their first appearance in the NFl’s champi- 
onship game, also claimed the first-ever NFC South title in 2002, 
the fourth division crown in team history. 


With his first Super Bowl title in hand, Glazer has his sights set on 
continued success and that drive has led to another significant 
improvement for what he has built as a model franchise in the 
NFL. On March 17, 2004, the Buccaneers unveiled plans for their 
new, 145,000 square-foot state-of-the-art training facility, promis- 
ing a “world-class facility” that will be the finest in the National 
Football League. 


Glazer has also continued to upgrade off the field, hiring Bruce 
Allen, a veteran of four decades in both professional and colle- 
giate football, as the third general manager in Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers history on January 9, 2004. Allen, the 2002 NFL 
Executive of the Year, is reunited with Bucs head coach Jon 
Gruden after spending the past nine seasons (1995-2003) with 
the Oakland Raiders, helping guide the Raiders to three AFC West 
championships, two appearances in the AFC Championship Game 
and a berth in Super Bowl XXXVIL. 


Known among his league peers as an innovative thinker, Glazer 
has infused his team and employees with the determination and 
dedication to be the best in the NFL. Glazer's commitment to 
building a championship organization has provided the founda- 
tion for the team’s rapid rise on the field. That success has result- 
ed in a level of popularity and support that is unmatched in fran- 
chise history. 


Now the rest of the Tampa Bay community is smiling along with 
Glazer after the team’s title run, The drive to the title began when 
he hired Jon Gruden as the Buccaneers’ seventh head coach in 
club history on February 18, 2002. Gruden, one of the rising 
coaching stars in the National Football League, became the 
youngest head coach in NFL history to win a Super Bowl, He was 


also the first non-rookie head coach in the history of the NEL to 
lead his team to the Super Bowl in his first season with a new 
team. 


“Outside of the X's and 0's, Mr. Glazer is why we're here," said 
Pro Bowl FB Mike Alstott. “He came in and built the franchise up, 
allowed us to get some players in here that cared about winning. 
It has to start from the owner if you're going to get anywhere and 
be competitive in this league,” 


Under Glazer's watch, the Buccaneers can boast an 80-64 (.556) 
record and five playoff wins, easily the most successful stretch in 
club annals. Tampa Bay reached the playoffs for the fourth 
straight time in 2002, the only team in the league to head to the 
postseason all four years. In addition, the Buccaneers’ five play- 
off appearances since 1997 are tied for tops in the NFL over that 
span, Prior to Glazer's arrival, the franchise advanced to the post- 
season just three times in the previous 19 years, from 1976-1994. 


Tampa Bay also eclipsed the club record for wins in « regular 
season with 12 in 2002. In fact, the top four single-season win 
totals in club history (12 in 2002, 11 in 1999, 10 in 2000 and 10 
in 1997) have all come under Glazer's helm, 


Tampa Bay, which has been one of the NFL's top teams over the 
past several years, owns 457-39 ledger since the start of the 1998 
season, a winning percentage of .594 that ranks third in the NEC 
and sixth in the league. 


The 1999 campaign marked one of the most successful seasons 
in the club’s history. Tampa Bay captured its first division title in 
18 years, while setting club records with an 11-5 regular-season 
record and a 7-1 home mark. The Buccaneers reached the NFC 
Championship Game for then just the second time in franchise 
history and fell just five minutes shy of their first Super Bowl with 
an 11-6 loss to the St. Louis Rams. 


Glazer has successfully constructed a multi-faceted plan, which 
calls for stable ownership, a talented coaching staff, knowledge- 
able personnel executives and a solid business partnership with- 
in the Tampa/St. Petersburg communities. The most visible aspect 
of this plan's success is Tampa Bay's $200 million state-of-the-art 
Raymond James Stadium, which hosted Super Bowl XXXV in 
January of 2001, Dubbed the “Crown Jewel of the NFL” by many 
league insiders, Raymond James Stadium offers an unmatched 
game-day atmosphere for fans and players alike. All 50 regular 
season and playoff games at the stadium have been sellouts, and 
the Bucs can boast a gaudy 35-15 record at home, 


Glazer has now turned his attention to constructing the team's 
new training facility, which will open in August 2006. The spec- 
tacular and innovative facility will be built on the Tampa Bay 
Center mall site across the street from Raymond James Stadium. 


The signature of the new facility will be its breathtaking entrance, 
Which features the world’s largest football towering nearly five 
stories tall. Since the team’s inception in 1976, Tampa Bay has 
been based for the last 28 seasons at One Buccaneer Place, a 
training facility located near the Tampa International Airport. The 


new facility will take approximately 18-24 months to build and 
will be ready prior to the 2006 season. 


“Just like our stadium, our training facility and administrative 
offices will be among the finest in the NFL,” Glazer says. “To 
ensure that our facility will be the best, we sent our football and 
administrative staffers to visit what we felt were the best NFL train- 
ing facilities and, in some cases, the best collegiate facilities in the 
country. We instructed our people to take notes and photographs, 
and to design their respective areas the way they wanted them to 
be once the facility is finished. The information our people 
returned with was amazing. Our plan is to take that information, 
present it to the architects, and let them create the NFL's best 
training facility.” 


Over the last several years, the Buccaneers have proved to be 
major players in free agency, signing Pro Bowl players to boost 
their offense. Couple those bold moves with some of Glazer's pre- 
vious off-season maneuvers, and you have a solid football foun- 
dation for seasons to come. Since February of 2002, Glazer hired 
Gruden, extended the contracts of defensive coordinator Monte 
Kiffin, 2002 NFL Defensive Player of the Year and seven-time Pro 
Bowl LB Derrick Brooks, and fellow Pro Bowlers K Martin 
Gramatica and LB Shelton Quarles. During his ownership tenure, 
Glazer has also provided the necessary financial support to 
extend the contracts of Pro Bowl CB Ronde Barber and Pro Bowl 
DE Simeon Rice. 


At the conclusion of the 1996 season, Glazer spearheaded mas- 
sive changes at One Buccaneer Place, home of the team’s admin- 
istrative offices and practice facility, which included more than 
20,000 square feet of new office space, a revamped season tick- 
et and club seat purchasing operation, upgraded computers and 
more than 100 additional employees working to make the 
Buccaneers one of the most respected organizations in all of pro- 
fessional sports. 


Additionally, Glazer, after many years in business, continues to 
display his personal trademark of accomplishing the “impossi- 
ble.” He devoted a significant amount of time working to make 


the organization more fan-friendly by greatly expanding fan activ- 
ities at Buccaneer home games through the formation of the 
club's special events department in 1997. His mandate to 
increase player and coach visibility in the community was reflect- 
ed in the more than 700 appearances made by Buccaneer play- 
ers, coaches and front office officials last year, including nation- 
ally-acclaimed programs such as LB Derrick Brooks’ “Brooks' 
Bunch” trips throughout the world. 


“Itis important for us to succeed on the field, but I want us to be 
good citizens in our community as well,” Glazer says. “We are 
role models. Children and adults look up to us. I want us to set 
the right example.” 


Glazer’s input has been sought on the league level as well, as 
evidenced by his position on the NFL's Finance Committee, one of 
the most prestigious working groups of owners in the league, 


Glazer, a resident of Palm Beach, Florida, is president and chief 
executive officer of First Allied Corporation. First Allied serves as 
a holding company for Glazer’s varied business interests. 


A true American success story, Glazer began working in his 
father's watch-parts business at the age of eight, When Glazer was 
15, his father died and the son assumed responsibility for the 
family business and expanded it. 


Glazer has owned a diverse portfolio of nationwide investments 
which have included food service equipment, food packaging and 
food supplies, marine protein, broadcasting, health care, real 
estate, banking, natural gas and oil protection, Internet publica- 
tions, stocks, government securities and corporate bonds. He has 
been profiled in The New York Times, USA Today, and Forbes 
Magazine, which stated that Glazer has “an eye for value.” 


During the 1999 off-season, Glazer launched the much-anticipat- 
ed Glazer Family Foundation, which is dedicated to assisting char- 
itable and educational causes in the Tampa Bay community. In its 
five years of existence, the Foundation has donated more than $2 
million in programs, tickets, grants and in-kind contributions,

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MALCOLM GLAZER’S 
RECONSTRUCTION OF THE BUCCANEERS 


In 1995, Malcolm Glazer paid a record price for a pro- | 
fessional football team that had a 19-year winning per- | 
centage of .307. Nevertheless, he predicted success on the | 
field; in fact, practically his first words uttered as new 
owner of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers were, “We expect to | 
be winners.” 


Bight years later, the Buccaneers reached the top of the 
NEL world with their first Super Bowl title on January 26, 
2003. The team has enjoyed one of the most remarkable 
turnarounds in recent sports history. Below is a chronol- 
ogy of the events that led to the Buccaneers being termed 
a “model franchise” in the NEL. 


& Just months after buying the team, Glazer announces 
that his first priority is to build a new state-of-the-art sta- 
dium in the Tampa Bay area. 


® On January 22, 1996, Glazer hires Tony Dungy as the 
sixth head coach in team history, proclaiming the former 
Minnesota Vikings defensive coordinator as “not only one 
of the finest coaches, but one of the finest people in the | 
NEL.” Glazer’s words seem prophetic as Dungy directs the 

team to a 10-6 record in 1997 and a club-record 11-5 | 
mark in 1999 en route to Tampa Bay's first NFC Central | 
Division title in 18 years. | 


= On April 9, 1997, the Buccaneers unveil new uniforms 
sporting primary colors of red and pewter. The team’s new 
look is enthusiastically embraced by players and fans. 


® In his continuing efforts to transform the organization 
into one of the league's model franchises, Glazer under- 
takes a complete overhaul of the team’s front office in 
1996, greatly expanding the sales and marketing staffs to 
meet the team’s growing demands. 


® Glazer shows his long-term commitment to bringing a 
championship to Tampa Bay by extending the contracts of 
key football personnel in 1998. Beginning with a new five- 
year deal for Dungy, Glazer also locks up General Manager 
Rich McKay and cornerstone player DT Warren Sapp. The 
Bucs then sign FB Mike Alstott, LB Derrick Brooks and S 
John Lynch, among others, to long-term deals. 


® Glazer and his sons open Raymond James Stadium in | 
grand style with a 27-15 victory over the Chicago Bears 
before a crowd of 66,321 fans. After trailing 15-0 at half- 
time, the Buccaneers storm back with 27 unanswered 
points to defeat the Bears. Tampa Bay's win is the first of 
32 in 42 games over five seasons at RJS. 


® After signing Pro Bowl linemen Jeff Christy and Randall 
McDaniel to shore up the offensive line, Glazer gives 


McKay the go-ahead to trade both 2000 first-round picks 
to the New York Jets for WR Keyshawn Johnson. The Bucs 
then sign Johnson to an eight-year contract. 


= Tampa Bay lands two of the biggest names on the free- 
agent market in 2001, signing Pro Bowlers QB Brad 
Johnson and DE Simeon Rice to five-year contracts. 


® The Buccaneers name Jon Gruden the seventh coach in 
team history on February 18, 2002. 


= Tampa Bay completes the busiest off-season in team his- 
tory by signing Pro Bowl WR Keenan McCardell on June 8, 


| 2002. McCardell joins several other acquisitions, includ- 


ing RB Michael Pittman, WR Joe Jurevicius, Pro Bowl TE 
Ken Dilger, G Kerry Jenkins and T Roman Oben. 


® The Buccaneers advance to their first-ever Super Bowl 
with a convincing 27-10 victory in the NFC Championship 
Game over the Philadelphia Eagles in the final game at 
Veterans Stadium on January 19, 2003. 


= Tampa Bay defeats the Oakland Raiders, 48-21, on 
January 26, 2003, in Super Bowl XXXVII in San Diego's 
Qualcomm Stadium to give the Buccaneers their first-ever 
Super Bow! title. 


= Bruce Allen, the 2002 NFL Executive of the Year, is 
named the third General Manager in club history on 
January 9, 2004. Allen joins Tampa Bay after spending the 
previous nine seasons (1995-2003) with the Oakland 
Raiders, helping the team to three division titles, two AFC 
Championship Game appearances and a berth in Super 
Bowl XXXVI. 


= Tampa Bay reclaims one of the greatest players in club 
history by naming Doug Williams personnel executive for 
the team on February 12, 2004. A former first-round draft 
pick by Tampa Bay in the 1978 NFL Draft (17th overall), 
Williams led the Bucs to the first three playoff appearances 
in team history (1979, 1981 and 1982), including an 
appearance in the 1979 NEC Championship Game in just 
the club’s fourth year of existence. 


® The Bucs unveil plans for their new, 145,000 square- 
foot state-of-the-art training facility on March 17, 2004, 
promising a “world-class facility” that will be the finest in 
the National Football League. The spectacular and innova- 
tive facility will be built on the Tampa Bay Center mall site 
across the street from Raymond James Stadium. Since the 
team’s inception in 1976, Tampa Bay has been based at

$520,000 to date.

During the construction of Raymond James Stadium, Glazer

ble. Glazer oversaw all phases of the construction of Raymond 
James Stadium, where the Buccaneers have notched an impres- 
sive 35-15 record, The state-of-the-art stadium features such 
amenities as 19-inch wide seats with chairbacks, cupholders, and 
armrests, concourse televisions, full color replay boards at both 
ends of the stadium, one of the most sophisticated scoreboard 
systems in all of professional sports and the centerpiece of the 
stadium — the luxurious club seats and air-conditioned club 
lounges that make Tampa Bay’s stadium the envy of the NFL. 


Glazer also created the club's ‘Pewter Partners” concept, which 
rewards the Buccaneers’ sponsors with deeper advertising packages, 
reduced advertising clutter and unprecedented customer service.

The modifications, based on research of Caribbean buccaneer 
history, were the first significant changes to the logo and uniform 
in team history, 


A native of Rochester, the 39-year-old Glazer makes countless com- 
munity and charitable appearances on behalf of the organization, 
and is a member of the Board of Directors of the Ronald McDonald 
House. Glazer earned his bachelor's degree in broadcast commu- 
nications from American University in 1986 prior to completing his 
law degree from Whittier College School of Law in 1989.

Next up for Glazer: helping lead the design for the future corner- 
stone of the franchise, a new, 145,000 square-foot state-of-the-art 
training facility, promising a “world-class facility’ that will be the 
finest in the National Football League, The spectacular and inno- 
vative facility, which will open in August 2006, will be built on the 
Tampa Bay Center mall site across the street from Raymond 
James Stadium, The signature of the new facility will be its breath- 
taking entrance, which features the world’s largest football tow- 
ering nearly five stories tall. Since the team’s inception in 1976, 
Tampa Bay has been based for the last 28 seasons at One 
Buccaneer Place, a training facility located near the Tampa 
International Airport, 


Under Glazer, Tampa Bay has attracted some of the top free agent 
talent over the past few off-seasons. Allen has signed more than 
30 new players since joining the organization following the 2003 
season, including five Pro Bowl performers. Prior to the 2002 
season, the team signed Pro Bowl WR Keenan McCardell and 
added other acquisitions, including QB Rob Johnson, RB Michael 
Pittman, WR Joe Jurevicius, Pro Bowl TE Ken Dilger, G Kerry 
Jenkins and T Roman Oben. In 2001, the Buccaneers signed two 
Pro Bowlers in QB Brad Johnson and DE Simeon Rice. Tampa 
Bay also inked Pro Bowl ¢ Jeff Christy in 2000 and then pulled off 
the biggest trade in franchise history by acquiring Pro Bowl WR 
Keyshawn Johnson from the New York Jets. 


After successfully negotiating an agreement to acquire the 
Buccaneers in 1995, Glazer, along with his brothers Bryan and 
Edward, began the day-to-day duties of overseeing all aspects of 
the organization. Since Glazer assumed his current role with the 
club, the Buccaneers can boast an 80-64 (.556) record and five 
playoff wins, easily the most successful stretch in club annals, 
Tampa Bay reached the playoffs for the fourth straight time in 
2002, the only team in the league to head to the postseason all 
four years. In addition, the Buccaneers’ five playoff appearances 
since 1997 are tied for tops in the NEL over that span. Prior to 
Glazer's arrival, the franchise advanced to the postseason just 
three times in the previous 19 years, from 1976-1994. 


Prior to the hiring of Gruden, Glazer directed his attention on 
other vital elements of building a successful franchise, namely the 
front office and the stadium. After completely reorganizing the 
front office, bringing in talented people from a variety of back- 
grounds, Glazer worked tirelessly alongside Bryan and Rich 
Mckay to build a community consensus for local approval of what 
would later become Raymond James Stadium. Glazer and his 
brother set out to design a stadium deemed worthy of a first-class 
organization, thereby creating a winning environment and reyo- 
lutionizing the fan's experience and comfort at a stadium. They 
visited approximately 25 different stadiums, drawing from their 
experiences as fans and ultimately shaping every detail of RIS. 


A massive undertaking, the stadium opened on time and budget 
to rave reviews, earning nods as the “crown jewel of the NFL.” 
Raymond James Stadium featured amenities never before seen in 
modern stadiums, including the 24’x92' BucVision video boards 
now emulated at all new stadiums. However, the true signature of 
Raymond James Stadium is Buccaneer Cove, featuring the 103' 
larger-than-life replica pirate ship. With the pieces of the puzzle 
in place, as well as a state-of-the art new stadium, the stage was 
set to put a final stamp on the rebirth of the franchise. The team 
needed a new look. Glazer, along with Bryan, worked closely with 
NEI Properties to create a dynamic look that would illustrate the 
attitude and class of the franchise. The result was a complete logo 
and uniform redesign, introduced to rave reviews. Buccaneers 
merchandise sales immediately soared throughout the country, 
vaulting the Buccaneers into the top of NFL merchandise sales 
almost immediately. On the field, the new look helped create the 
attitude of a winner. 


Throughout the construction of RJS, Glazer created the sales and 
marketing strategies and campaigns that led to record season 
ticket club seat, luxury suite and group sales, In addition to help- 
ing create the club's prestigious corporate “Pewter Partners,” 
Glazer's other duties include overseeing the organization's annu- 
al budgets and establishing the club’s strategic planning in mar- 
keting, community relations, public relations, ticketing and 
luxury suite relations. 


In addition to his duties within the Buccaneers organization, 
Glazer also represents the team at all NFL Owners’ Meetings. 


Since moving to Tampa in 1995, Glazer has been very active in the 
Tampa Bay community. Glazer Family Foundation programs such 
as “Cheering You On,” “Prevent Blindness” and the “Ticket 
Rewards” programs are just a few of the programs he takes great 
pride in. In addition, Glazer has been an active member of the 
Super Bowl Task Force, Tampa Chamber of Commerce Board of 
Directors and the Outback Bowl Advisory Committee. 


Glazer, 37, earned his bachelor’s degree in interdisciplinary stud- 
ies from American University in 1989.

Glazer spearheaded the development, design and construction of 
www.buccaneers.com, the team's official website. Upon its intro- 
duction, The New York Times said Buccaneers.com “bustles with 
information” and was “potent.” In addition, the Tampa Bay 
Advertising Federation, recognized Buccaneers.com as the 
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region's top interactive media effort by awarding it a “Best of the 
Bay” Addy Award. Glazer oversaw the launch of a new web site 
prior to the 2003 season. The result was a site which earned the 
top honors as the number one designed website in all profession- 
al sports according to Sports Business Journal magazine. 


Glazer is also heavily involved in the Glazer Family Foundation, 
helping implement new programs including the “Cheering You 
On” program that gives every child admitted to a local hospital a 
Buccaneers teddy bear and activity book to date the program has 
given out more than 115,000 teddy bears.

One of Glazer’s most popular concepts with the fans has been the 
“Buccaneer Battle Flags,” a dramatic game enhancement that has 
become a staple at home games. Each time the Buccaneer offense 
advances into the opposition’s ‘red zone,’ the red flags are raised 
throughout Raymond James Stadium. 


In addition to his role with the Buccaneers, Glazer plays a leading 
role in the family’s Real Estate business as the head of acquisitions 
for the First Allied Corporation, First Allied is the holding compa- 
ay for real estate investments in more than 20 states, 


Glazer and his wife Shari have been deeply committed to provid- 
ing aid and assistance in the community. Shari has been involved 
with organizing the charity work of the Buccaneer Women’s 
Organization, which annually hosts children from the Boys and 
Girls Clubs, The Spring, Joshua House and the Children’s Home at 
local petting zoos and cultural events at the Tampa Bay Performing 
Arts Center. Shari has volunteered her time at many local charities, 
including Camp Good Days and Special Times, the Children’s 
Cancer Center, and the Tampa Aids Network, where she served as 
co-chairperson for the Tampa AIDS Walk for two years.

league, Since his arrival in Tampa Bay, Allen has played a key role 
in the re-shaping of the Buccaneers’ roster. More than 30 new 
players were added through free agency, the draft and via trade. 
Before joining the Raiders, Allen established GBA Sportsworld, an 
athlete representation and marketing company in 1985, 


Allen’s first stint as a General Manager came in 1982 with the 
USEL, working with his father, the late Hall of Famer George Allen 
- who was a legendary coach with the Los Angeles Rams and 
Washington Redskins in the 1960's and 1970's, As the GM of the 
USFL’s Chicago Blitz and later Arizona Wranglers, Allen worked 
with his dad, who served as each team’s head coach. Together the 
pair helped lead Chicago (1983) and later Arizona (1984) to the 
playoffs. 


In 1982, Allen began his executive career in professional football 
as Vice President of Operations for the Montreal Alouettes of the 
Canadian Football League. In his two previous years, he worked 
for New York-based WR Grace & Co. in their retail division, while 
serving as a scout for the Raiders and serving as head coach and 
general manager of a semi-pro football team. 


AL just the age of 22, Allen was named head coach at Occidental 


College in 1980, just one year after coaching quarterbacks at 
Arizona State in 1979. 


Allen first embarked into professional football as a 12th-round 
selection by the Baltimore Colts in 1978. He played football at the 
University of Richmond from 1974-77 where he earned a degree 
in business marketing. As a Spider, he garnered All-ECAC and All- 
South Independent honors during his junior season when he 
ranked 16th in the nation and broke a school punting record with 
a42.9-yard average.

A native of Pasadena, California, Allen and his wife, Kiersten, have 
a son, George (7), and daughter, Mikayla (6). 


Along with his father, who was elected to the Hall of Fame in 
2002, Allen’s brother, George, also holds a position of distinction, 
He was elected to the United States Senate in 2000 after serving 
as the 67th Governor of Virginia from 1994-98. Allen has two 
other siblings who both reside in Los Angeles, Greg, a psycholo- 
gist, and Jennifer Richard, a well-known author.

Less than 11 months later, Gruden had more than delivered on 
his promise. Tampa Bay had claimed its first NFL title with a 48- 
21 victory over Oakland in Super Bowl XXXVII in San Diego on 
January 26, 2003. The Buccaneers, who were making their first 
appearance in the NFL's championship game, also claimed the 
first-ever NEC South title in 2002, just the fourth division crown in 
team history. 


Over that period, the Buccaneers established a club record for 
victories in a regular season with 12 wins, breaking the previous 
mark of 11 in 1999, and their 15 overall wins were the most for 
a club in the then 27-year history of the franchise. In addition, 
Gruden became the youngest head coach in NFL history to win a 
Super Bowl and was also the first non-rookie head coach in the 
history of the NFL to lead his team to the Super Bowl in his first 
season with a new team. In the process, Gruden became just the 
third coach since 1966 to win 40 games before his 40th birthday 
while also becoming only the third head coach in NFL history 
(also Mike Holmgren with Green Bay and Seattle and Tony Dungy 
with Tampa Bay and Indianapolis) to lead a different team to a 
playoff appearance in consecutive years. 


Gruden was named the seventh head coach in Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers history on February 18, 2002 after leading the 
Oakland Raiders to division titles in each of the final two seasons 
(2000-01). The NFL's youngest head coach at 40 (he turns 41 on 
August 17, 2004), Gruden had steered the Raiders to a 38-26 reg- 
ular season mark in his four seasons (1998-2001) with the club, 
including postseason appearances in 2000 and 2001, Under 
Gruden, the Raiders advanced to the AFC title game in 2000 and 


lost in a second round playoff game to eventual Super Bowl 
champion New England following the ‘01 campaign. Gruden’s 
offenses finished among the league's Top 10 in each of the last 
three seasons with the Raiders, including fifth in 1999. 


“We took our time and got the man we really wanted, and we 
couldn't be more thrilled," said Buccaneers Executive Vice 
President Bryan Glazer after the hiring. “This was one of the most 
important decisions in the history of this franchise and it certain- 
ly paid off in a big way.” 


After his arrival in Tampa Bay, Gruden worked tirelessly to attract 
some of the league's most sought-after offensive free agents to 
improve a unit that ranked tied for 26th in the NFL in 2001. RB 
Michael Pittman, Pro Bowl WR Keenan McCardell, WR Joe 
Jurevicius, Pro Bowl TE Ken Dilger, G Kerry Jenkins and T Roman 
Oben all joined the Buccaneers. Tampa Bay's offense finished 
24th in total offense in 2002, but the unit came together down the 
stetch, averaging 35.3 points and 334.0 yards per game in its 
three postseason contests. Even more impressive was the fact that 
the offense allowed just one total sack in the postseason after giv- 
ing up nearly 2.5 per game in the regular season. 


Under Gruden’s watch, QB Brad Johnson finished first in the NFC 
and third in the NFL in passer rating and established club single- 
season records in touchdowns (22), completion percentage 
(62.3), lowest interception ratio (1.3%) and passer rating 
(92.9). He became the first quarterback in team history to lead 
the NEC in passer rating and also earned a pair of NEC Offensive 
Player of the Week honors, becoming the first offensive player in 
club history to accomplish that feat. 


On the other side of the ball, the Bucs defense made a case as one 
of the greatest in NFL history, Tampa Bay became the first team 
since the 1985 Chicago Bears to lead the league in total defense, 
fewest points allowed and total interceptions. Tampa Bay ranked 
first in the NFL in both total defense (252.8 ypg) and pass defense 
(155.6 ypg) for the second time in team history. The Bucs 
defense also ranked first in the league in fewest points per game 
(12.3), opponent passer rating (48.4), interceptions (31), 
fewest yards per play (4.2) and fewest first downs (236). 


In 2002, Tampa Bay's defense featured five Pro Bowlers - 2002 
NFL. Defensive Player of the Year LB Derrick Brooks, $ John 
lynch, LB Shelton Quarles, NFC Sack Leader DE Simeon Rice and

Kelly ranked tied for first in the NEL with eight interceptions in 
2002 and Rice ranked first in the NEC and second in the NFL with 
15.5 sacks, one sack shy of his career-high of 16,5 sacks, 


The Bucs’ offensive revival continued in 2003 as the Bucs 
reached all-time franchise season-highs in both total offense 
(340.8 ypg) and passing offense (237.8 ypg), while ranking in 
the league's Top 10 in both categories in the same year for just 
the second time in team history (also 1984), Tampa Bay ranked 
10th in total offense and sixth in passing offense, tying for the best 
final rankings in club history. The offense also ranked fifth-best in 
the NEL in fewest sacks allowed with 23, 


Tampa Bay's defense also remained among the NFLs elite in 
2003, continuing its streak in the top 10, The defense ranked fifth 
in the NEL, marking the seventh straight year the defense has fin- 
ished among the NEL’s Top 10, the only team to accomplish that 
feat, The Bucs defensive unit also finished third in passing 
defense, marking the seventh time in the last eight seasons, 
including three straight, that the club has finished in the Top 10 
in pass defense. 


Prior to his arrival in ‘Twmpa, the Raiders ranked seventh in the 
NEL in total offense, including fourth in passing offense, on their 
way to a second consecutive division title in 2001, Oakland won 
its first back-to-back AFC West crowns since 1982-83. The 
Raiders also ranked first in the AFC in red zone touchdown per- 
centage and Pro Bowl QB Rich Gannon was the conference 
leader in passing, throwing for 3,828 yards and a completion 
percentage of 65.8. Over his last three seasons under Gruden, 
Gannon totaled 949 completions on 1537 attempts (61.7%) for 
11,098 yards with 79 touchdowns and just 34 interceptions, 


Five Raiders were named to the 2002 Pro Bowl squad, including 
WR Tim Brown, who made his ninth trip to Hawaii this past sea- 
son. CB Charles Woodson made his fourth consecutive trip to the 
Pro Bowl, while Gannon, who led the AFC with 4.95.5 QB rating, 
headed to Hawaii for the third straight season, Gannon was 
named the game's MVP in each of the last two contests, 


The Raiders ranked among the NFL’ elite in offense, defense and 
special teams under Gruden's leadership in 2000, advancing to 
the AFC Championship Game. The offense led the league in rush- 
ing at nearly 155 yards per game and ranked third in the NFL in 
scoring at almost 30 points per game, Oakland's 58 touchdowns 
were tied for the second-most in the league. The Raiders ranked 
fifth in the NFL in rushing defense (96.9 rushing yards allowed) 
and fourth in the AFC (seventh in NFL) in takeaways with 37. The 
Raiders led the NFL in touchbacks (15) and in net punting aver- 
age (38.0), Gruden and his staff also coached the victorious AFC 
squad in the Pro Bowl. 


In 1999, Gruden led the Raiders to an 8-8 record despite facing 
the toughest schedule of any NFL team, The Raiders ranked third 
in rushing yards and fifth in total offense in 1999. In 1998, his 
first year as the Raiders’ Head Coach, Gruden led the Silver and 
Black to a four-game improvement over the previous year, going 
8-8 and the defense finished fifth in the NF. Gruden inherited a 
Raiders team that had not posted a winning season since 1994, 
but quickly returned Oakland to the postseason. 
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Gruden was the third-youngest head coach in the 40-year history 
of the Oakland franchise, Raiders owner Al Davis was 33 when he 
was named head coach and general manager of the Silver and 
Black in 1963, John Madden was 32 when he was promoted to 
the head post in 1969. 


Gruden spent the three seasons (1995-97) before arriving in 
Oakland as offensive coordinator for the Philadelphia Eagles. 
Gruden was the NFL's youngest offensive coordinator at age 31 
when Eagles head coach Ray Rhodes hired him in 1995, The 
Eagles had a 26-21-1 record during his tour of duty, including 
playoff appearances after both the 1995 and 1996 campaigns in 
the highly competitive NEC Eastern Division, 


In 1997, the Kagles ranked second in passing, fifth in rushing and 
third in total offense in the NEC, In 1996, they led the NFC in pass- 
ing, were second in rushing and led the conference in total 
offense. In Gruden’s first season as an NFL. offensive coordinator 
in 1995, the Eagles finished fourth in the entire league in rushing, 


Before joining Philadelphia, Gruden worked for three seasons 
with the Green Bay Packers from 1992-94, He served as an olfen- 
sive assistant to Packers head coach Mike Holmgren in 1992, 
then spent the 1993 and 1994 seasons as Green Bay's receivers 
coach, 


As a seven-year NEL assistant, Gruden saw his teams qualify for 
the playoffs five times, He also coached five seasons at the colle- 
giate level. Gruden spent the 1991 football season in the college 
ranks as wide receivers coach at the University of Pittsburgh 
under head coach Paul Hackett. 


Gruden was an offensive assistant to head coach George Seifert 
wilh the San Francisco 49ers in 1990, working closely with offen- 
sive coordinator Mike Holmgren. The 49ers were an NFL-best 14- 
2, finally losing in the NEC Championship Game, 


In his first four seasons in the coaching profession from 1986- 
1989, Gruden was an assistant at the University of Tennessee in 
1986 and 1987 as the Volunteers towed a 17-7-1 record and 
won against Big Ten opponents in the Liberty Bowl and Peach 
Bowl, In 1988, he was passing game coordinator at Southeast 
Missouri State and in 1989 coached wide receivers at the 
University of Pacific. 


Born August 17, 1963 in Sandusky, Ohio, Gruden attended South 
Bend Clay High School in Indiana and was a three-year letterman 
at quarterback at the University of Dayton, graduating in 1985 
with a degree in Communications. The Flyers had 4 24-7 record 
in Gruden’s three varsity seasons there and Gruden was honored 
with the prestigious Lt. Andy Zulli Memorial Award, given to the 
senior player who best exemplifies the qualities of sportsmanship 
und character, Gruden and his wife Cindy, a former University of 
Tennessee cheerleader, have three sons, Jon 1, 10, Michael, 7 
and Jayson, 3. 


Gruden has already made an impact in the Tampa Bay communi- 
ty, Serving as a spokesperson for the Florida Citrus Commission, 
Which is focused on building statewide awareness of the ways in 
which citrus contributes to Florida's social and economic wel- 
fare. He also sponsors a ticket program called Gruden’s Gridiron, 


in which he and Cindy host youth from Hillsborough County 
Schools at every Bucs home game. Kids are selected to sit in 
Gruden’s Gridiron based on their displaying good conduct, a 
positive attitude and success in the classroom. 


Following Tampa Bay's Super Bowl victory in January, 2003, 
Gruden, along with QB Brad Johnson, was the first non-player ever 
invited by Disney to star in their popular post-Super Bowl “What's 
Next" commercial. His off-the-field popularity continues to grow, 
marked by the success of his 2003 book “Do You Love Football?! 
Winning with Heart, Passion, and Not Much Sleep,” which he wrote 
with longtime NFL scribe Vic Carucci. Gruden was also named one 
of People Magazine's “50 Most Beautiful People in the World” in 
2001. Gruden was also the recipient of the 2002 Coach of the Year 
honor at the ESPY awards and was recognized as Professional 
Coach of the Year at the 37th Victor Awards in 2003. 


Gruden’s father, Jim, is a veteran of 34 professional and collegiate 
football seasons who enters his first season as personnel consult- 
ant with the Buccaneers in his second stint with the club. Prior to 
returning to the organization, Gruden spent 17 seasons with the 


San Francisco 49ers, most recently as a regional scout responsi- 
ble for the Southeast region. Before working with the 49ers, he 
spent five seasons with Tampa Bay as director of player person- 
nel (1984-86) and running backs coach (1982-83). 


His brother, Jay, served as an offensive assistant coach with the 
Buccaneers in each of the last two seasons and has spent the past 
15 seasons in professional football, 14 of which in the Arena 
Football League. In four seasons (1998-2001) as head coach of 
the Orlando Predators, Jay led the team to a 35-21 record, 
including three ArenaBowl appearances with two championships. 
In six seasons as quarterback of the Tampa Bay Storm from 1991 
to 1996, Jay won four ArenaBowl championships. He returned to 
the playing field for the 2002 and 2003 seasons as Orlando's 
quarterback, but he returned for his second stint as head coach 
of the Predators during the 2004 season. Jay played quarterback 
at Tampa's Chamberlain High School before heading to Louisville 
to play for head coach Howard Schnellenberger. Jay's wife, 
Sherry, worked in the Buccaneers’ marketing department from 
1993-96. Gruden’s other brother, Jim, is chief radiologist at 
Emory University in Atlanta.

Buccaneers in 2004. 


Kiffin, the most experienced assistant on the defensive staff, con- 
sistently confuses and smothers enemy offenses with an ingenious 
variety of perfectly timed blitzes, coverage disguises and an array 
of ball-hawking schemes that seemingly always place defenders in 
position to cause and recover a fumble or pick off an errant pass. 


Last season, Kiffin's defense again proved to be one of the league's 
most dominating units. The Buccaneers finished the year ranked 
fifth in total defense (279.1 ypg), marking the seventh consecu- 
live season (1997-2003) the defense finished in the top 10, the 
longest streak in the NFL. The unit also finished in the top 10 in 
passing defense for the seventh time in the last eight seasons, 
ranking third in 2003 (169.4 ypg). 


The defense also saw some impressive streaks extended, and ulti- 
mately end, in 2003 under Kiffin. The defensive unit established 
an NEL record by posting at least one sack in its 69th consecutive 
game at Carolina in Week 10, Tampa Bay had recorded a take- 
away in 54 consecutive games, the second-longest streak in the 
NFL over the past 20 years, until the defense failed to post a take- 
away in Week 15 against Houston. The Bucs defense also regis- 
tered at least one sack and one takeaway in 50 straight contests, 
the longest streak in the league since 1963, before the streak was 
snapped against Green Bay in Week 11. 


Under Kiffin’s guidance, three Bucs defenders earned Pro Bowl 
honors in 2003. DE Simeon Rice, who ranked second in the NFL 
with 15.0 sacks, garnered his third trip to Hawaii and second con- 
secutive as a Buccaneer while also earning second-team All-Pro 
honors, Long time leaders of the defense, LB Derrick Brooks and 
DT Warren Sapp were named to their seventh consecutive Pro 
Bowls, breaking Lee Roy Selmon’s team record for total and con- 
secutive appearances. Brooks was also tabbed second-team All- 
Pro in 2003. During Kiffin’s tenure, the defense has produced 28 
Pro Bowl selections over the last eight seasons. Prior to that, the 
Buccaneers’ defense had just 12 Pro Bowl selections in the previ- 
ous 20 years. 


Ranking fourth in the NFL and second in the NFC in points allowed 
(16.5 ppg), the defense posted two shutouts in 2003 to tie the 
2002 squad for the most in a single season in team history. With 
four shutouts in the past two seasons, the Bucs equaled their out- 
put from the franchise's first 26 years of existence when they 
totaled four shutouts. Since 1996, Kiffin’s first year in Tampa Bay, 
the Buccaneers have posted six shutouts to rank third in the NFL. 
Kiffin's defense has also allowed the fewest points (1,802) in the 
NFL since 1997, 


| 22nd NFL Season, 9th with Buccaneers 


The catalyst for Tampa Bay's Super Bowl championship in 2002 
was Kilfin’s suffocating defense that finished the season as the top- 
ranked unit in the NFL. The Buccaneers became the first team 
since the 1985 Chicago Bears to lead the league in total defense 
(252.8 ypg), fewest points allowed (196) and total interceptions 
(31). Under Kiffin'’s command, the Bucs were one of only four 
teams in the NFL to rank in the top 10 in all three defensive cate- 
gories, Tampa Bay also ranked first in passing defense (155.6 ypg) 
and tied for fifth in rushing defense (97.1 ypg). 


The Bues’ defense was once again proficient at keeping oppo- 
nents off the scoreboard in 2002, as it led the league in points 
allowed at a paltry 12.25 per game. The 196 total points surren- 
dered by the Bucs last season eclipsed the previous team-low of 
223 set in 1977 and ranked fifth all-time in NFL history in a 16- 
game schedule. While the defense was characteristically stingy in 
2002, itwas its ability to provide an abundance of scoring that dis- 
tinguished Kiffin's 2002 version. The Bucs defense scored 30 
points, led by Brooks’ four defensive TDs. The five defensive TDs 
and four INT returns for TDs in 2002 matched team records set 
in 1981 and 2000. Additionally, Tampa Bay did not allow a defen- 
sive TD in five of eight road contests in 2002. 


Employing an attacking style that is predicated on speed, Kiffin's 
unit continued its impressive play in the 2002 postseason, shut- 
ting down some of the league's best offenses and brightest stars. 
During the divisional playoff win against the San Francisco 49ers 
and the NEC Championship victory over the Philadelphia Eagles, 
‘Tampa Bay allowed just 16 points. They turned it up a notch, tak- 
ing center stage in the Buccaneers’ 48-21 win over the Oakland 
Raiders in Super Bowl XXXVU. Tampa Bay recorded a Super 
Bowl-record five interceptions, including three picks which were 
returned for touchdowns off NFL MVP Rich Gannon. The 
Buccaneers allowed the Raiders just 269 total yards, including 62 
total yards in the first half, and 19 total rushing yards. Tampa 
Bay's ferocious defensive line posted five sacks, capping off one of 
the most dominating defensive performances in Super Bowl his- 
tory. 


The success of his defense did not go unnoticed in 2002 as § John 
lynch, LB Shelton Quarles, Brooks, Rice and Sapp were selected 
to the Pro Bowl. The formidable trio of Brooks, Rice and Sapp 
also received AP All-Pro First Team accolades while DBs Ronde 
Barber and Lynch garnered second team honors, 


In 2001, Kiffin’s defense finished among the top 10 in overall 
defense for the fifth consecutive season. That season also saw 
Kiffin's opportunistic defense tie Green Bay with an NFC-leading 
39 turnovers and paced the entire NFL with 28 interceptions. 


During the 2000 campaign, Kiffin’s troops boasted four Pro 
Bowlers and three first-team All-Pro selections, and Tampa Bay 
finished among the league's Top 10 in overall defense. The 
defense established team records for sacks (55) and tied a single- 
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season record with five defensive touchdowns. Sapp also set the 
club single-season mark with 16.5 sacks in 2000. After a 3-4 start, 
the Buccaneers won seven of their last nine games to reach the 
NFC playoffs for the third time in four seasons. The primary cat- 
alyst for that run was Kiffin's defense, which produced 27 
turnovers resulting in 73 points over that nine-game stretch. 


The Buccaneer defense was just as impressive in 1999. Boasting 
four Pro Bowlers and three first-team All-Pro selections, Tampa 
Bay's defense electrified the league with one of the most dominat- 
ing defensive stretches in recent memory. The Bucs rallied to win 
eight of nine games to capture their first NEC Central title in 18 
years. In the playoffs, Tampa Bay's defense posted phenomenal 
performances. The Bucs held Washington's second-ranked 
offense to 157 total yards and no offensive TDs in Tampa Bay's 14- 
13 divisional playoff win. Both of the Bucs’ scores came off 
Redskins turnovers. In the NFC Championship Game, Kiffin's 
lightning-quick defense held the top-ranked Rams offense to 11 
points, 22 below their season average. 


Tampa Bay finished third in the league in total defense, first in the 
NFC. The Bucs allowed just three 100-yard rushers and set club 
single-season marks for fewest points allowed (235), fewest 
opponent first downs (228), fewest opponent rushing yards 
(1,407), fewest opponent rushes (361) and lowest opponent 
completion percentage (52.7 percent). 


And, in the process, certain members of Kiffin's crew became 
household names. Sapp posted a then career-high 12.5 sacks en 
route to NFL Defensive Player of the Year honors from the 
Associated Press. Brooks racked up 180 tackles, cementing his 
status as the league’s fastest and most fearsome LB. Lynch col- 
lected 128 stops, reaffirming his rank among the league's hardest 
hitters. All three players earned first-team All-Pro honors for the 
first time. 


Kiffin came to Tampa Bay after spending the 1995 campaign as the 
defensive coordinator for the New Orleans Saints. In 1995, the 
Saints tied for fourth in the NFL in sacks with 44. Just prior to 
coaching in New Orleans, Kiffin spent four seasons (1991-94) as 
an assistant coach for the Minnesota Vikings, serving as defensive 
coordinator for head coach Jerry Burns in 1991 and as inside 
linebackers coach for head coach Dennis Green and defensive 
coordinator Tony Dungy from 1992-94. During that tenure in 
Minnesota, the Vikings led the league in both total defense and 
run defense in 1994. 


In 1990, Kiffin tutored the linebackers for the New York Jets 
under head coach Bruce Coslet and defensive coordinator Pete

Carroll. Kiffin originally joined the Vikings as the team’s line- 
backers coach from 1986-89. During that time, he coached 
standout Viking LBs Scott Studwell, Chris Doleman and Mike 
Merriweather. In both ‘88 (255.7, 4.3) and * 89 (261.5, 4.1), 
Minnesota was the league leader in both total defense and yards 
allowed per play. 


From 1984-85, Kiflin coached linebackers for the Buffalo Bills, 
overseeing players like Darryl Talley and Jim Haslett who later 
coached with Kiffin in New Orleans. Kiffin’s first professional 
coaching job came in 1983 as the linebackers coach for the 
Green Bay Packers under Bart Start. 


Kiffin was the head coach at North Carolina State from 1980-82, 
compiling a 16-17 record, including 6-5 marks in 1981 and ‘82. 
Former Philadelphia Eagle Pro Bowl WR Mike Quick played for 
the Wolfpack under Kiffin, From 1977-79, kiffin was defensive 
coordinator for Lou Holtz at Arkansas while also serving as assis- 
tant head coach in ‘79. Arkansas led the nation in scoring defense 
in 1977, 


Kiffin began his coaching career at Nebraska, where he worked 
from 1966-76 under both Bob Devaney and Tom Osborne. Kiffin 
directed a Cornhuskers defense that led Nebraska to consecutive 
national championships in 1970-71. When Osborne became 
Nebraska's head coach in 1973, he named Kiffin as his defensive 
coordinator. 


As a player, Kiffin was both an offensive and defensive tackle at 
Nebraska from 1959-63. Following graduation, he sat out the 
1964 season because of a knee injury before playing defensive 
end for the Winnipeg Blue Bombers of the Canadian Football 
League in 1965. 


Each season Kiffin provides tickets to each home game in “Kiffin’s 
Korner” for a group of children at the Lorretta Ingraham 
Community Center. Located near Raymond James Stadium, the 
community center and its kids are paid regular visits by Kiffin as 
he often passes by during his daily runs. Kiffin was also involved 
with the first-ever “Buccaneers Coaching Academy.” The hands- 
on clinic for area high school coaches focused on several essen- 
tial areas of football knowledge and player development. 


A native of Lexington, Nebraska, Kiffin was that state's High School 
Athlete of the Year in 1958. Monte and his wife, Robin, live in 
Tampa. They have three children, including daughter Heidi and 
sons Lane, who is the wide receivers coach at the University of 
Southern California, and Chris, a senior defensive lineman at 
Colorado State University.

Bill Muir, who has spent 22 seasons as 
an NEL assistant, is in his second stint 
With the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 


Entering his 39th overall year in the 
coaching profession, Muir has 
served in a myriad of capacities, including as an assistant coach, 
offensive coordinator, defensive coordinator, defensive line and 
offensive line coach, as well as working in the personnel depart- 
ments as a scout. Muir, who is regarded as one the league's finest 
instructors, joined Tampa Bay in 2002 after spending seven sea- 
sons as the offensive line coach for the New York Jets. 


Behind the valor of Muir's unit, the Buccaneers offense finished 
2003 as the 10th rated offense in the NFL, marking the second 
time in club history that Tampa Bay finished the season ranked in 
the top 10 in total offense in the NFL. Under the protection of the 
offensive line, QB Brad Johnson once again set several team pass- 
ing records in 2003 as he broke his own team record with 26 
touchdown passes and set team single-season records for 
attempts (570), completions (354) and tied the club mark for 
300-yard passing games with four last season. Most impressively, 
the offensive line prevented Johnson from being sacked in a team- 
record 160 consecutive pass attempts in 2003. His 3,811 passing 
yards also established a team record as Johnson started all 16 
games for the third time in his career, 


The production of Muir's line was also evident in the marked 
improvement in the Bucs running game in 2003, Buccaneers RBs 
accumulated 1,579 yards on the ground, with both RB Michael 
Pitiman and RB Thomas Jones surpassing the 600-yard rushing 
plateau. Pittman’s 751 rushing yards were the second highest 
total of his career and his 4.0-yards per carry average surpassed

his career average of 3.7 yards per carry. Jones also bested his 
career average, churning out an impressive 4.6 yards per carry 
behind Muir's line to dwarf his career 3.5 average by more than a 
yard, His 627 rushing yards were also a career high. 


As is often evident throughout the NFL, Muir and the Buccaneers 
offense had to endure a litany of changes to the offensive front five 
in 2003. T Roman Oben appeared in 15 games with 13 starts 
while missing only one game and three starts with a broken right 
hand suffered in practice leading up to the Week 8 contest against 
Dallas, Manning the other tackle position in 2003 was Kenyatta 
Walker, who started 14 games, missing two late season games 
because of a right elbow infection. Three of Walker's starts came 
on the left side for the injured Oben. Backing up at RT was fourth- 
year pro Cornell Green, playing in eight games with five starts in 
relief of Walker. Three of Muir's linemen saw significant action at 
both guard positions last season, Cosey Coleman started every 
game in 2003, starting the first five games at LG before returning 
to RG for his last 11 starts, Kerry Jenkins appeared in all 16 
games, starting the season’s final 11 games at LG when Coleman 
returned to the right side. One of last offseason's free agent acqui- 
sitions, Jason Whittle, battled injuries throughout the year to 
appear in 16 games with five starts at RG. C John Wade, another 
free agent acquisition, was the only member of Muir's offensive 
line to start all 16 games at one position in 2003. 


Despite losing several starts due to injury, Muir's unit displayed 
consistent improvement throughout the 2002 season, culminating 
with the Buccaneers first Super Bowl championship. Super Bowl 
XXXVII saw the offensive line pave the way for RB Michael Pittman 
as he ran for a game and season-high 124 yards on 29 carries 
(4.3 avg.). The entire offensive unit was stout throughout the 
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playoffs, surrendering only one sack in three postseason contests. 


QB Brad Johnson established new club single-season records in 
touchdown passes (22), completion percentage (62.3), lowest 
interception ratio (1.3%) and passer rating (92.9). Against 
Cleveland, the offensive line paved the way for the Bucs’ highest 
rushing total since the 2000 season with 186 yards while also not 
allowing a sack. The line also turned in a stellar performance 
against Minnesota as Brad Johnson threw five touchdown passes 
and was nol sacked. In the rematch against Adanta in Tampa, the 
unit helped to pound out 150 yards on the ground and 421 yards 
of total offense, the highest total of the season. Additionally, 
‘Tampa Bay's offensive line helped the Bucs net 779 rushing yards 
(4,1 avg.) in the club's final seven games (includes postseason), 


In 2001, the Jets finished with their best rushing totals during 
Muir's tenure with the club. Behind Pro Bowl RB Curtis Martin, 
the Jets finished fourth overall in rushing offense and second in 
the AFC, averaging 128.4 yards per game, which marked the best 
ranking rushing offense since the Jets finished fifth in that catego- 
ry in 1991. Martin earned his fourth Pro Bow! selection after fin- 
ishing second in the NFL with a career-high and club-record 
1,513 yards rushing and 10 touchdowns. Martin has posted four 
consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons behind the Jets offensive 
line. Under Muir's direction, the Jets allowed the fewest sacks in 
the AFC (19), which also marked the second-lowest total in the 
NFL. In addition, Muir was instrumental in the development of C 
Kevin Mawae, who was selected to his third consecutive Pro Bowl 
in 2001. 


In 2000, New York's offensive line tied Indianapolis for the fewest 
sacks allowed (20), despite being part of an offensive line that 
had the most pass attempts of any team in the NFL. The Jets 
offense averaged 337.2 yards per game, and Martin raced for 
1,204 yards rushing, including galloping for a club-record 203 
yard rushing day against Indianapolis. 


Muir displayed his outstanding teaching and developmental skills 
in 1999 when he integrated three new starters on the offensive 
line — Guards Randy Thomas and Kerry Jenkins and RT Ryan 
Young in the starting lineup. Despite the injuries, Muir developed 
a cohesive unit that helped Martin post a then-team record 1,464 
yards rushing, marking just the third time in team history that a 
Jets running back has posted consecutive 1,000 yard campaigns. 


{n 1998, the offensive line paved the way for the Jets to finish sec- 
ond in the AFC and fourth in the NEL, racking up 357.2 yards per 
game. The Jets concluded the season second in the AFC and third 
in the NFL in time of possession (32:17) time of possession. In 
1997, the offensive line helped Adrian Murrell become just the 
second back-to-back 1,000-yard rusher in team history, despite 
starting tackles Jumbo Elliott and David Williams missing signifi- 
cant action. In 1996, Muir's offensive line helped pave the way for 
Murrell’s first 1004)-yard season. 


Muir joined the Jets afler spending three seasons with the 
Philadelphia Eagles in the same capacity (1992-94). He was 
instrumental in an Eagles’ rushing attack that averaged 110.1 
yards per game over two seasons (1993-94) and ranked 4th in 
the NFC and 9th in the NFL in 1994. Prior to joining the Eagles, 
he spent three seasons with Indianapolis as an assistant head 
coach/offensive line in 1991 and defensive coordinator in 1989- 
90. He has also served as an offensive line coach with the Detroit 
Lions from 1985-88 and New England Patriots from 1982-84, 


Muir is in his second stint with the Buccaneers organization, He 
spent four years with the Buccaneers as 4 college scout and in 
pro-player personnel from 1978-81, During his first tenure with 
the Buccaneers, Tampa Bay advanced to the postseason twice 
(1979 and 1981) and reached the NEC Championship Game in 
1979 in just its fourth year of existence. 


Muir began his coaching career at the collegiate level at his alma 
mater Susquehanna (1965) before moving onto Delaware Valley, 
Rhode Island, Idaho State, Southern Methodist, Orlando of the 
Continental Football League and the Texans of the World Football 
League. He played at Susquehanna from 1962-64 and was induct- 
ed into the school’s Hall of Fame in 1990 after being named to the 
school's “Top 100” players of all-time in recent study done at the 
conclusion of the millennium, 


Prior to the 2003 season, Muir participated in the first-ever 
“Buccaneers Coaching Academy.” The hands-on clinic for area 
high school coaches focused on several essential areas of football 
knowledge and player development. 

Muir was born in Pittsburgh and is married to wife Barbara. The 
couple has two children, daughter Keelan and son Brady as well 
as one grandchild, Ryan James.

| Rod Marinelli returns for his ninth sea- 
son as Tampa Bay's assistant head 
coach/defensive line coach. One of 
the game's most innovative instructors 
on the finer points of technique, lever- 
age and balance, Marinelli's defensive line was again one of the 
league's most respected and feared units in 2003. 


Marinelli, who has coached on the collegiate and pro level for the last 
28 seasons, has directed one of the most productive defensive lines 
in the NFL. Tampa Bay has racked up 191 sacks over the last five NFL 
seasons (1999-2003) and Marinelli’s unit helped set an NFL record 
as the Bucs defense posted a sack in 69 consecutive games from 
1999-2003. During Marinelli's eight-year tenure in Tampa Bay, a 
Buc defensive lineman has ranked in the top 15 in sacks in the NFL 
on six occasions and in the top 10 four times. 


‘The 2003 season saw the Bucs total 36 sacks to rank tied for 13th in 
the NFL as the defensive line corralled opposing quarterbacks for 31 
sacks, With Marinelli's guidance, DE Simeon Rice continued to be 
one of the league’s most dominating defensive players in 2003. Rice 
eamed his third career and second consecutive Pro Bowl selection 
last season, totaling 15.0 sacks to rank ted for second in the NFL. He 
was also named second-team All-Pro while leading the team with six 
forced fumbles and ranking second with 10 passes defensed. Rice's 
15 sacks were the third-most sacks in a single season in Bucs histo- 
ry and the third highest single season total in his career. His four- 
sack effort in Week 6 at Washington earned him NFC Defensive Player 
of the Week honors while also tying the franchise single-game sack 
record. In his time with Marinelli, Rice has put together the best 
three-year stretch of his career since arriving in Tampa in 2001. In 


the last 38 regular season games, no NEL player has recorded more 
sacks than the 38.5 posted by Rice, 


As one of the game's all-time great DTs, Warren Sapp anchored the 
interior of Marinelli’s defensive line and remained the team’s vocal 
leader in 2003. Marinelli was instrumental in the development of 
Sapp, who set a Bucs single-season mark with 16.5 sacks in 2000. 
Sapp earned his seventh consecutive Pro Bowl nomination last sea- 
son and along with LB Derrick Brooks, broke Hall of Famer Lee Roy 
Selmon’s team record for total appearances and consecutive appear- 
ances. flis five sacks ranked second on the team, marking the eighth 
consecutive year under Marinelli that Sapp either led or ranked sec- 
ond on the team in sacks, In fact, Sapp averaged 9.3 sacks per sea- 
son during Marinelli’s eight-year tenure with the club and his 74.0 
sacks ranks tied for fifth in the NFL during that time and second 
among DIS. Anthony McFarland manned the other DT position for 
Marinelli in 2003, starting all 16 games for the second time in his 
career. McFarland ranked third among defensive linemen with 54 
tackles and also recorded his first career INT last season, He also 
chipped in 2.5 sacks, one fumble recovery and three passes defensed 
in 2003. 


Starting at the LDE position in 2003 was Greg Spires. The solid and 
steady performer started 15 games last season before being placed 
on injured reserve in the final week because of a left shoulder injury. 
Spires contributed 3,5 sacks in 2003, including a careerhigh 2.5 
sack performance against Houston, marking his first career multi- 
sack game as a Buccaneer, The defensive line's primary reserve, 
DI/DE Ellis Wyins, provided versatility along the front four as he 
appeared in 13 games and posted 22 tackles and two sacks before 
succumbing to a sprained left knee in the last month of the season.

Tampa Bay's 2003 second-round pick, DE Dewayne White saw lim- 
ited action in his first season with Marinelli, appearing in 13 games 
with one start. Rounding out the defensive line was third-year DT 
Chartric Darby, who totaled two sacks and 13 tackles while seeing 
action in 16 games with one start in 2003. 


Sapp and Rice were vital in the Bucs success in 2002 as both gar- 
nered AP All-Pro first-team honors. Marinelli was part of his first 
Super Bowl tile as his dominating front four helped to secure the 
Buccaneers first-ever championship in Super Bowl XXXVI. The 
Bucs defense posted 43.0 sacks in 2002, tied for sixth in the NFL, 
with the defensive line responsible for 36,0 of the sacks. The line's 
strong 2002 campaign culminated with an unparalleled perform- 
ance in the Super Bowl as Raiders QB Rich Gannon was pressured 
into throwing a record five interceptions, The defensive line finished 
the Super Bowl with five sacks, four passes defensed and a forced 
fumble. 


Under Marinelli, Rice had arguably his most productive season as a 
professional as he was named to his second Pro Bowl sand first as a 
Buccaneer in 2002, He finished the season first in the NFC and sec- 
ond in the NFL with 15,5 sacks. Rice also set a NFL single-season 
record by posting two or more sacks in five consecutive games and 
finished 2002 with a team-leading six forced fumbles. Rice led all 
defensive linemen with 11 passes defensed and ranked second with 
75 tackles. In Super Bowl XXXVI, Rice notched two sacks and five 
tackles while also dropping Rich Gannon behind the line of scrim- 
mage to thwart @ Raiders two-point conversion attempt, Sapp was 
named to his sixth consecutive Pro Bowl in 2002 (tying the club 
record for total appearances and consecutive appearances) while 
starting all 16 games. Sapp finished with 7.5 sacks, good for second 
on the team and tied for first in the NFC among Ds. Sapp was first 
among defensive linemen with 78 tackles, while also notching a 
careerhigh two INIs, a forced fumble, a fumble recovery and three 
passes defensed, One of the game's top instructors, Marinelli weath- 
ered the loss of talented DT Anthony McFarland by filling his spot with 
a duo of then second-year players in Woms (5.5 sacks) and Darby 
(1.5 sacks). 


In 2001, his unit was spearheaded by the efforts of Rice, who had 
signed with the Buccaneers in the offseason. Despite the transition 
into a new defense, Rice led the team with 11.0 sacks in 2001. The 
Buccaneers’ defensive line continued to wreak havoc in opposing 
backfields during the 2000 season, yet another nod fo Marinelli. His 
troops finished tied for second in the NFL afler racking up a single- 
season record 55 sacks, 45.5 of which came courtesy of the team's 
front four, Sapp posted 16.5 sacks in 2000, breaking Lee Roy 
Selmon’s single season mark of 13 established in 1978. Sapp added 
a career-high 76 tackles, easing the transition for second-year 
McFarland, who posted 6.5 sacks. Marinelli also oversaw the devel- 
opment of DE Marcus Jones, who ripped through opposing defensive 
lines to record a career-high 13 sacks. 


Sapp collected a then career-high 12.5 sacks in 1999, earning NFL 
Defensive Player of the Year honors from the Associated Press and 
his third Pro Bowl berth, He became the first Buccaneer since 
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Selmon (1979) to win the AP honor, But Sapp’s linemates also 
tumed in outstanding seasons, DT Brad Culpepper paced the line 
with 72 tackles and added six sacks, while first-year starter Steve 
White emerged us a force during Tampa Bay’s playoff run. And Jones, 
who moved from tackle to end, collected 36 tackles and seven sacks 
after posting just 32 stops and one sack in his three previous seasons. 
Marinelli also saw flashes of brilliance from rookie McFarland, the 
Buccaneers’ first-round pick. 


In 1998, Marinelli’s unit collected 37 sacks and ranked eighth in the 
league against the run. In 1997, Tampa Bay's defensive line racked 
up a club single-season record 44 sacks, That season, Sapp emerged 
asa bonafide star as the Bucs made their first playolf appearance in 
15 years. 


Aveteran of 20 seasons as a college assistant coach, Marinelli came 
to Tampa Bay after spending the 1995 season as the defensive line 
coach at Southern Cal under John Robinson. From 1992-94, 
Marinelli was the assistant head coach/defensive line for head coach 
Bruce Snyder at Arizona State. In 1993, three of his starting linemen 
eamed All-Pac- 10 honors. Shante Carver was an All-America pick 
and was also a finalist for the Outland and Lombardi trophies before 
being selected in the first round of the draft by the Dallas Cowboys, 


From 1983-91, Marinelli coached the defensive line at California, 
adding assistant head coach to his title for his final two Golden Bear 
seasons. Snyder became the school’s head coach in 1987 and 
retained Marinelli. While at California, Marinelli coached several 
future NFLers including Chidi Ahanotu, Rhett Hall and Natu 


‘Tuatagaloa. 


Marinelli’s first coaching job came in 1976 from Snyder who was 
then the head coach at Utah State. From 1976-81, Marinelli oversaw 
the Aggies’ defensive line before becoming USU’s offensive line/spe- 
cial teams coach for the 1982 campaign. In six seasons as the defen- 
sive line coach for Utah State, three of his players (Rulon Jones, Mike 
Perko, Shawn Miller) won conference Defensive Player of the Year 
honors, Marinelli began his coaching career at his alma mater, 
Rosemead High School in San Gabriel Valley, California, from 1973- 
{>. 


Marinelli played offensive and defensive tackle at Utah in 1908 before 
serving a one-year stint in Vietnam. He returned from the service and 
attended California Lutheran from 1970-72, earning NAIA All- 
America honors as an offensive tackle in ‘72. Marinelli earned his 
bachelor’s degree in physical education and a minor in history from 
CLC. 


During the 2002 season, Marinelli lent his coaching knowledge to 
“NFL 101,” a program that educates women on the terminology, for- 
mations, strategy and basics of foothvall.

Joe Barry enters his fourth season as 
‘Tampa Bay's linebackers coach. In 
2002, his second season with the 
club, Barry helped lead the 
Buccaneers to their first Super Bowl 
title in franchise history. 


Barry's linebacking unit again proved to be a strength of the 
Buccaneers defense in 2003. Led by perennial All-Pro LB Derrick 
Brooks, the defense ranked fifth in the NFL, marking the seventh 
consecutive year the defense has finished among the NFL's Top 10. 
‘The defensive unit also finished third in passing defense, marking 
the seventh time in the last eight seasons, including three straight, 
that the defense has finished in the Top 10 in that category. Brooks, 
along with DI Warren Sapp, earned his club record seventh con- 
secutive Pro Bowl bid in 2003 while also capturing second-team 
Associated Press All-Pro honors. He started all 16 games and led 
the team in tackles for the sixth straight year with 151 stops, while 
also ranking tied for second with two interceptions. 


Coming off his first Pro Bowl selection in 2002, MLB Shelton 
Quarles was expected to team with Brooks in 2003 to present the 
NFL's most dominant linebacking duo. However, Barry was forced 
to shuflle the lineup prior to the season opener when Quarles sus- 
tained a left forearm fracture and elbow dislocation in practice. 
Fourth-year pro Nate Webster was inserted into the starting lineup 
for the season's first five games, during which time he notched 10 
or more tackles in four of his five starts. Despite only starting five 
games, Webster finished seventh on the team with 66 tackles in 
2003. Quarles returned to the starting lineup in the season’s sixth 
game and remained highly productive throughout 2003 despite 
being limited with his injury, In just 11 starts in 2003, Quarles 
totaled 110 tackles to rank third on the team. 


Manning the final starting linebacker spot in 2003 was second-year 
SLB Ryan Nece, Nece, whose rookie season came to an end after 
tearing his left ACL midway through the year, eamed the starting job 
following a solid 2003 training camp. The undrafted free agent out

of UCLA played in 15 of 16 games with 10 starts, ranking sixth on 
the team with 70 tackles. 


Despite a pair of changes in the starting lineup, Barry's linebacking 
corps helped Tampa Bay finish atop the NFL in total defense and 
pass defense in 2002. Under Barry's direction, Brooks was named 
NFI. Defensive Player of the Year while also earning his sixth con- 
secutive Pro Bowl berth, tying a team record for total and consec- 
utive appearances. He was also selected to the AP All-Pro first-team 
for the third time in his career as he led the defense in tackles 
(170).. While his defensive leadership and sure tackling were con- 
sistently evident in 2002, it was his penchant for finding the end 
zone thal routinely separated him as he recorded three INT returns 
for touchdowns, making him the only linebacker in NFL history to 
ever accomplish such a feat. He also added a fumble return for a 
TD at Ailanta. Brooks’ four TDs on turnovers in 2002 tied for the 
second-most in a single season in NFL history. He again found the 
end zone in the win against Oakland in Super Bowl XXXVI, inter- 
cepting a Rich Gannon pass and returning it 44 yards for a TD in 
the fourth quarter to secure the Buccaneers first Super Bowl title. 
Barry also tutored Quarles, who made a seamless transition to MLB 
in 2002, starting all 16 games while being selected to appear in his 
first Pro Bowl. Quarles finished second on the team with a career- 
high 159 tackles while also adding a sack and two INTs, including 
one returned for a TD. His two INTs were also a career-high. 
Alshermond Singleton, in his first season as a starter at SLB, 
amassed a career-high 89 tackles, one sack, one INT, a forced fum- 
ble and three passes defensed. Singleton’s 89 tackles ranked fifth 
on the team. 


Prior to joining the Buccaneers in 2001, Barry spent the 2000 sea- 
son as defensive quality control coach for the San Francisco 49ers 
and the 1999 season coaching linebackers under John Robinson at 
UNIV. Prior to that, he worked with linebackers and defensive ends 
at Northern Arizona for three seasons from 1996-98. 


Barry was a two-year letterwinner as a linebacker at Southern Cal 
and then worked as a defensive graduate assistant for two seasons 
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(1994-95) at USC. He served as a co-captain during his senior year 
in 1993, 


Barry's father, Mike, is currently the offensive line coach at North 
Carolina State. His father-in-law, Rod Marinelli, is the assistant head 
coach for the Buccaneers and he has also coached the defensive 
line for the last eight seasons.

In his second season under Bisaccia, 
P Tom Tupa enjoyed another solid 
campaign in 2003, ranking third in 
the NFC with a team record 43.3-yard average while also earning 
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3rd NFL Season, 3rd with Buccaneers 


NFC Special Teams Player of the Week honors for his effort in Week 
Three. Tupa also ranked fifth in the NFC with 26 punts placed 
inside the 20-yard line and tied his own single-game team record 
with a 52.0 average at New Orleans. He also became the 
Buccaneers all-time gross punting average leader (min. 100 
atlempts) with a 43.0 average in his two seasons with the 
Buccaneers. Third-year CB Corey Ivy led the team in special 


teams tackles for the second consecutive season, finishing 2003 
with 16 takedowns, Led by Bisaccia, the special teams overcame 
a litany of injuries (o remain a productive force in 2003. 


In 2002, the Buccaneers special teams enjoyed success through- 
out the season and proved vital in the franchise's first-ever Super 
Bowl title. Recognized as one of the best kickers in the NFL, 
Martin Gramatica hit 32-of-39 (82.1%) FG attempts in 2002, 
including 5-of-6 from 50 or more yards while also hitting all 32 
of his PATS. Gramatica tied for the NEC lead with a career-high 32 
field goals, while his 39 field goal atlempts and 128 points in 2002 
were new club single-season records, Tupa’s 42.8-vard average 
ranked fourth in the NFC and he set a team single-season record 
with 30 punts placed inside the 20, He also set a Buccaneers sin- 
gle-game record for gross punting average (52.0) in a game at 
New Orleans. RB Aaron Stecker, the squad's primary kick return- 
er in 2002, posted a 25,2-yard average on 37 returns, good for 
fifth in the NFC. Stecker's 23.8 career kickoff return average 
ranks first in club history among all returners who have at least 
20 career kickoff returns. Punt returner Karl Williams finished 
the season ninth in the NFC with a 9.5-yard return average on 43 
returns. His long of 56 yards was returned for a TD at Baltimore. 
Under Bisaccia, Ivy was named the club's 2002 Special Teams 
Player of the Year after leading the club with 23 special teams 
tackles. 


Bisuccia joined the Buccaneers in 2002 after spending the previ- 
ous three seasons at the University of Mississippi. Bisaccia served 
as running backs coach and special teams coordinator while also 
handling additional administrative duties as assistant head coach 
in 2000 and 2001, 


Bisaccia tutored All-SEC performers Deuce McAllister, Joe Gunn 
and Les Binkley during his tenure. Ole Miss also excelled in spe- 
cial teams under Bisaccia, with Binkley setting « single-season 
scoring mark for a kicker. In 2000, the Rebels returned both a 
kickoff and a punt for a touchdown, and the 2001 unit led the 
conference and ranked 12th in the nation in kickoff returns with 
a 24.4-yard average, Jason Armstead finished second in the SEC 
ind ninth nationally with a 27.6-yard average on kickoff returns 
in 2001. 


Mcallister, who was chosen in the first round of the 2001 NEL 
Draft by New Orleans, established 18 school records in his career. 
He ended his career with a team-record 3,060 yards rushing and 
was named all-conference in both 1999 and 2000, McAllister was 
also selected to the All-SEC team as either an all-purpose player 
or a punt returner during his final two seasons. In 1999, both 
McAllister and Gunn earned first-team All-SEC recognition as they 
formed one of the top rushing tandems in the nation, combining 
for more than 1,700 rushing yards. Gunn closed his career in 
2001 second to Mcallister in rushing yards with 2,749. 


Prior to his stint at Ole Miss, Bisaccia spent five seasons (1994- 


98) as the running backs coxch, special teams coordinator and 
recruiting coordinator at Clemson, Under his tutelage, the Tigers 
set a school record with eight blocked kicks in 1997, and were 
the only team in the nation to have four players ranked in four 
special teams categories in 1995. Bisaccia also coached three- 
time All-Allantic Coast Conference running back Raymond 
Priester, who set 18 school rushing records. Over the three-year 
period from 1995-97, Clemson had 15 blocked kicks, the most- 
ever for a three-year span in school history. In addition, Tony 
Horne ended his Tiger career ranked sixth in career kickoff 
return yardage and 16th in punt return yardage. 


Bisaccia also served on the coaching staff at South Carolina from 
1988-93, beginning as a graduate assistant for tight ends and 
receivers. He also served as a Volunteer assistant coach for defen- 
sive ends, Bisaccia took over as an assistant coach in charge of 
running backs and special teams in 1992 and 1993. Under 
Bisaccia, the Gamecocks led the SEC in kickoff returns in 1992 
and set a school record for blocked kicks. South Carolina also 
had a pair of AL-SEC running backs in Brandon Bennett and Rob 
DeBoer. 


Bisaccia begun his coaching career in 1983 at Wayne State College 
in Nebraska, coaching defensive backs and special teams. He 
switched to the offensive side of the ball in 1984, tutoring quar- 
terbacks and receivers for the next four seasons (1984-87) in 
Wayne State's run-and-shoot offense. The Wildcats set national 
passing records, as well as eight school records, 


Bisaccia, a native of Yonkers, N.Y., attended Yankton College in 
South Dakota from 1979-82 and was a four-year starter at defen- 
sive back. He served as the team captain in 1982 and earned All- 
South Dakota Intercollegiate Conference honors in 1981 and 
1982. Bisaccia was a free agent signee with the Philadelphia Stars 
of the USL in 1983. He received a bachelor of science degree in 
physical education with a minor in health education from Wayne 
State. Bisaccia grew up in Connecticut and graduated from New 
Fairfield High School. 


Prior to the 2002 season, the Buccaneers special teams coach 
participated in the “Bucs on the Beach” volleyball tournament, 
sponsored by Checkers, in which all proceeds went to the Make- 
A-Wish Foundation and the Glazer Family Foundation, Bisaccia 
was also involved with the first-ever “Buccaneers Coaching 
Academy” in 2002. The hands-on clinic for area high school 
coaches focused on several essential areas of football knowledge 
and player development. For the past two offseasons, he also lent 
his coaching knowledge to “NFL 101," a program that educates 
women on the terminology, formations, strategy and basics of 
football.

Having served as a player and coach 
for the past 15 years in professional 
football, Jay Gruden begins his third 
season with Tampa Bay as an offensive 
assistant coach. 


His impressive list of accomplish- 
ments as both a player and coach 
include 14 seasons of service in the Arena Football League. Most 
recently, Gruden returned for his second stint as head coach of the 
Orlando Predators during the 2004 season. The Predators finished 
the regular season with a 10-6 mark and qualified for the playoffs. 


In 2002, Gruden’s first season with the Buccaneers, he helped guide 
an offense that showed consistent improvement and proved vital in 
the club’s first NFL championship in Super Bowl XXXVI against 
Oakland. With Tampa Bay's Super Bowl championship, he has been 
a member of seven championship teams as both a player (four) and 
a coach (three). 


In his first four seasons (1998-2001) as head coach of the 
Predators, Gruden led the team to a 35-21 record, including three 
ArenaBowl appearances and two championships. The first champi- 
onship came in 1998 with a 62-31 win over Tampa Bay at 
ArenaBowl XII and the second, a 41-38 win over the Nashville Kats 
in 2000. Gruden’s teams made the postseason in all four seasons as 
head coach and had an all-time record of 8-2 in the playofis.

Gruden also spent one season as offensive coordinator of the 
Nashville Kats in 1997, tutoring QB Andy Kelly and helping set an 
expansion-team record of 10 wins. As quarterback of the Tampa 
Bay Storm from 1991 to 1996, Gruden won four ArenaBow! cham- 
pionships in six years, passed for more than 15,000 yards and 280 
touchdowns, while also completing almost 60 percent of his passes. 
He retired as the league's all-time leading passer, carrying with him

Elected to the AFL Hall of Fame in 1999, Gruden returned to the 
playing field three years later and led the Predators to the 2002 
Southern Division Championship, throwing 68 touchdown passes in 
14 games, In 10 games in 2003, Gruden passed for 49 touchdowns 
against only two interceptions and including the playoffs, finished 
the season 11-1 as a starter.

Richard Mann enters his third sea- 
son as Tampa Bay's wide receivers 
coach. In his first season with the 
Buccaneers in 2002, Mann coached 
in his first Super Bowl, helping guide 
Tampa Bay to its first championship 
in Super Bow! XXXVU. 


Despite losing two of his top performers in 2003, Mann's unit 
provided a consistent threat as the Buccaneers offense finished in 
the top 10 in the NEL in total offense for the second time in team 
history. Utilizing seven different members of Mann's wide 
receivers corps, QB Brad Johnson set numerous team records in 
2003, including touchdown passes (26), passing yards (3,811) 
and completions (354). Following one of the most memorable 
performances in team history on opening night in Philadelphia, 
WR Joe Jurevicius sustained a left MCL tear in Week 2 that even- 
tually landed him on injured reserve on December 2. Led by 
Keenan McCardell, the receiving corps overcame the loss of 
Jurevicius to post 188 receptions for 2,503 yards and 16 TDs. 
McCardell led all Buccaneers with 84 receptions for 1,174 yards 
(14.0 avg.) and nine TDs (eight receiving TDs and one fumble 
return for a TD) while earning his second career Pro Bowl 
appearance, His 84 receptions marked the fourth-most in a sin- 
gle season in club history and his 1,171 receiving yards were also 
fourth-best in a single season. Under Mann's direction, McCardell 
also became a consistent deep threat for the Bucs in 2003 as he 
recorded the three longest receptions of his career with scoring 
receptions of 74 (vs. Indianapolis), 75 (at San Francisco) and 76 
yards (vs. Atlanta). In addition, his 14.0 average was the highest 
of his career since he averaged 18.2 yards on 10 catches with the 
Cleveland Browns in 1994. 


Mann also oversaw the development of fourth-year pro Charles 
Lee, who emerged in the second half of the season, Despite only 
appearing in eight games with five starts in 2003, Lee finished 
fourth on the team with 33 receptions for 432 yards (13.1 avg.) 
and tied for third with two touchdown catches. Lee was an explo- 
sive option for QB Brad Johnson as he caught five passes of 20 or 
more yards in 2003.

Jacksonville in the offseason, McCardell made an immediate 
impact, McCardell led all Bucs receivers and tied a career-high 
with six TD receptions in 2002 — as well as a pair of TDs in the 
Super Bowl XXXVII win over the Oakland Raiders — and added 
61 receptions for 670 yards. Signed as a free agent in the offsea- 
son, Jurevicius flourished under Mann as he hauled in 37 recep- 
tions for 423 yards and a career-high four TDs as the Bucs’ third 
receiver in 2002. In one of the season's biggest games against 
Atlanta, Jurevicius tied career-highs with two TD receptions and 
eight receptions while setting a new career-high with 100 receiv- 
ing yards, And it was Jurevicius’ play in the postseason that ignit- 
ed Tampa Bay's offense, He caught a TD in the divisional playoff 
win against San Francisco and set up the go-ahead score in the 
NEC Championship Game at Philadelphia with a 71-yard recep- 
tion. Jurevicius added four catches for a game-high 78 yards in 
Super Bowl XXXVI. 


Mann spent the 2001 season with the Washington Redskins as 
wide receivers coach. tutoring Michael Westbrook and rookie 
Rod Gardner, who combined for 103 receptions, 1,405 yards and 
eight touchdowns in 2001. Prior to working with the Redskins, 
Mann served as the receivers coach for Kansas City in 1999 and 
2000. Under Mann, the Chiefs’ passing attack produced a club- 
record 4,388 passing yards and 28 touchdowns in 2000. Mann 
tutored standout receivers Derrick Alexander and Andre Rison 
during his time in Kansas City, with Alexander producing four 
100-yurd games in 1999 and Rison becoming just the 12th play- 
er in NFL history to break the 700-catch barrier.

In addition, Webster 
Slaughter hauled in 305 passes for 4,834 yards and 27 touch- 
downs in six seasons (1986-91) under Mann's tutelage and was 
selected to his first Pro Bowl in 1990. 


He originally began his NFL coaching career as a receivers coach 
with the Baltimore/Indianapolis Colts from 1982-84. With the 
Colts, he worked under Frank Kush, his college head coach at 
Arizona State. Mann also coached on the collegiate level at the 
University of Louisville from 1980-81 and Arizona State from 
1974-79 as wide receivers coach. During that time, he helped 
nurture a pair of receivers who enjoyed considerable success in 
the NFL, Mark Clayton at Louisville and John Jefferson at Arizona 
State.

A member of the Aliquippa Hall of 
Fame since 1982, Mann is also a member of the Beaver County 
(Pa.) Hall of Fame. 


Mann and his wife, Karen, haye four children: daughters Deven 
and Brittany, and sons Richard and Mario.

Morris spent last season as a defensive assistant, working closely 
with defensive coordinator Monte Kilfin as the Bucs defense fin- 
ished the year ranked fifth in total defense (279.1 ypg), marking 
the seventh straight season (1997-2003) the defense finished in 
the top 10, the longest streak in the NFL. In 2002, his first season 
as a coach in the NFL, Morris tutored under Kiffin and helped 
guide the Buccaneers top-ranked defense as they captured the 
franchise's first world title in Super Bowl XXXVI.

Morris joined Tampa Bay after spending the 2000 and 2001 sea- 
sons as defensive backs coach at Hofstra University. He also spent 
time in the fall of 2001 with the New York Jets serving a defensive 
minority internship. 


Morris began his collegiate coaching career as a graduate assis- 
tant coach at Hofstra in 1998, where he was responsible for 
coaching the offensive scout team, developing scouting reports 
and handling video breakdown and computer input and analysis. 
He then landed at Comell University as defensive backs coach and 
special teams assistant for the 1999 season. 


Morris played collegiately as a safety at Hofstra from 1994-97, and 
received his bachelor of science degree in physical education.

Jim Pyne enters his second season as 
an offensive quality control coach 
with Tampa Bay. Pyne works closely 
with Buccaneers offensive coordina- 
tor/offensive line coach Bill Muir in 
the instruction and preparation of 
the offensive line. 


Born in Milford, Massachusetts, Pyne is a member of a three-gen- 
eration AFL/NFL football family. His father, George III, played for 
the AFI’s Boston Patriots in 1965, while his grandfather, George Il, 
was with the Providence Steam Rollers from 1931-32. 


Pyne re-joined the Buccaneers after a career in the NFL. Pyne was 
drafted by Tampa Bay and played with the Buccaneers for four 
years primarily as a starter. In 1998, Pyne signed with the Detroit 
Lions and later was the first pick of the 1999 expansion draft for 
the Cleveland Browns, where Pyne started at left guard through 
2000. Pyne spent his final season with the Philadelphia Eagles, 
who advanced to the NFC Championship game in 2001.

While with the Browns, Pyne was named Cleveland Browns’ Man- 
of-the-Year, Lineman-of-the-Year and voted team captain in 1999. 
Pyne was also named three times during his career to Muscle and 
Fitness’ NFL All-Strength Team. 


Pyne was a four-year starter at center for Virginia Tech where he 
garnered numerous accolades both on and off of the field. His 
awards included being named unanimous First-Team All- 
American in 1993, having his number 73 retired (along with 
Michael Vick and Bruce Smith) and having the offensive line 
meeting room named in his honor. Pyne was also named the cen- 
ter on the Big East Conference's “All-Time” team. Pyne received 
Virginia Tech's academic award for having the highest GPA on the 
team, along with being named All-Big East Academic in 1993. 


Pyne’s brother, George, is NASCAR's Chief Operating Officer and 
was an All-Ivy League football player at Brown University.

Shoop will work directly with 
Buccaneers head coach Jon Gruden 
anda passing offense that finished third in the NFC and sixth in the 
NEL, averaging 237.8 passing yards per game in 2003. 


Shoop served as the Bears’ offensive coordinator over the last 
three campaigns (2001-2003) after serving as quarterbacks 
coach in his first hwo seasons (1999-2000). Shoop helped the 
Bears to a 13-3 mark and the NFC Central title in 2001. 
Additionally, the Bears won 17 of the first 21 regular season 
games under his offensive direction. 


Last season, Shoop oversaw the development of Bears rookie QB 
Rex Grossman, who directed Chicago to victories in two of his three 
starts to close the season. As the Bears’ quarterbacks coach in 
1999, Shoop coached three different signal-callers: Shane Matthews, 
Cade McNown and Jim Miller, who each passed for over 1,000 yards, 
a feat accomplished only one other time in NFL history.

In 2002 under Shoop’s direction, Chicago's offense sent two play- 
ers to the Pro Bow! for the second consecutive season for the first 
time since 1990-91. WR Marty Booker became the first Bears 
wide receiver to make the Pro Bowl squad since 1971, including 
only the fourth receiver in franchise history to make the All-Star 
team. 


In 2001, the Bears ball-control offense tied a team record by los- 
ing only eight fumbles, tying the previous low for a 16-game 
schedule set in 1978. Additionally, the offensive line proved to be 
the best in the NFL at preventing sacks after allowing a league-low 
17 sacks, more than 21 below the NFL average (38.6) and 17 
fewer than the team permitted in 2000 (34). Chicago featured 
Offensive Rookie of the Year Anthony Thomas, who became the 
first Bears running back to earn the honor since Gale Sayers in 
1965. Thomas established a Bears rookie rushing record with 
1,183 yards on 278 carries. 


Shoop was promoted to offensive coordinator on January 22, 
2001 after joining the Bears’ coaching staff on February 5, 1999 
as the team’s quarterbacks coach. He continued to work with the 
quarterbacks in addition to his game-planning duties. With his 


appointment as quarterbacks coach, Shoop became just the sec- 
ond coach hired in team history to exclusively tutor Bears quar- 
terbacks, following Sid Luckman, who was a Bears’ assistant in 
1954 and from 1956-70. 


Prior to joining the Bears, Shoop spent four seasons with the 
Carolina Panthers (1995-98). Shoop served the last two years as 
quarterbacks coach for then-head coach Dom Capers. He spent 
his first two years in Charlotte as the Panthers’ offensive quality con- 
trol coach. The Panthers reached the NFC Championship Gane in 
1996, losing to eventual Super Bowl champion Green Bay. 


Shoop's coaching career began in 1991 as a volunteer quarter- 
backs coach at Dartmouth College. He then spent three seasons 
as a graduate assistant at Vanderbilt (1992-94). Shoop graduated 
from the University of the South in 1991, where he played quar- 
terback for the Tigers for four years. He then earned a master’s 
degree in education from Peabody College at Vanderbilt. 


Born August 1, 1969 in Pittsburgh, Shoop was raised in Oakmont, 
Pennsylvania. He and his wife, the Rev. Dr. Marcia Mount Shoop, 
have one son, Sidney.

MIKE TOMLIN « DEFENSIVE BACKS COACH 


Despite several starters missing time 
because of injury, Tomilin’s defensive 
backs again formed one of the 
league's top secondary units in the NFL 
in 2003. The unit helped the Bucs 
defense finish fifth in total defense 
(279.1 ypg) and third in passing 
defense (169.1 ypg), marking the seventh consecutive season 
(1997-2003) it has ranked among the league's top 10 in total 
defense, the longest current streak in the league. The Bucs defense 
has also finished in the top 10 in pass defense in seven of the previ- 
ous eight seasons (1996-99, 2001-03), including three straight. 
Tomiin’s men have also been adept at limiting the success of quar- 
terbacks, as illustrated by the 69.4 efficiency rating (sixth in the NFL) 
posted by opposing signal callers in 2003 and the 48.1 rating (tops 
in the NEL) registered by quarterbacks in 2002. 


Exhibiting unmatched toughness, CB Ronde Barber was once again 
‘Tomlin’s top performer in the defensive backfield in 2003. Starting 
in all 16 games for the fourth consecutive year, Barber led the sec- 
ondary and finished second on the team with a career-high 111 tack- 
les. His 111 tackles were the most in team history for a cornerback, 
surpassing CB Jeris White's 103 tackles in 1978. Barber was one of 
only two Buccaneers (DE Simeon Rice) to record a statistic in ever 
defensive category in 2003, finishing with two INTS, nine passes 
defensed, two forced fumbles, 1.5 sacks, one fumble recovery and a 
team-leading five tackles for loss. 


Perhaps the most significant injury of the Buccaneers 2003 injury- 
riddled campaign was the loss of CB Brian Kelly. Tomlin was forced 
to make due without the team’s 2002 interception leader when he 
was placed on injured reserve after five games with a left pectoral

strain, In his stead, Tomlin utilized a variety of starting lineups, 
though second-year CB Tim Wansley took the majority of Kelly's 
snaps in the starter’s role. Wansley performed admirably as he 
appeared in 12 games with six starts in 2003 before he too was 
placed on injured reserve with a left hamstring strain following the 
Week 13 contest. In his 12 games, Wansley posted the first two INTS 
of his career (tied for second on the team), returning one for his first 
career touchdown. 


Undoubtedly the most versatile of Tomlin’s pupils was CB/S Dwight 
Smith. Smith, who was slated to start at FS in 2003 after spending 
his first two seasons at CB, was invaluable to the Bucs defense as he 
saw action al every position in the defensive backfield. Starting all 16 
games (nine at FS, six at CB and one at SS), he led the team with a 
career-high five INTs and ranked fifth with 85 tackles despite the con- 
sistent shuffling of positions. 


SS John Lynch was also a victim of the injury bug in 2003, suffering 
from a right shoulder stinger most of the season. Though he missed 
two full games because of the injury, the defensive stahvart still 
amassed 95 tackles to rank fourth on the team and ranked tied for 
second with two interceptions. 


Tomlin also spent considerable time grooming promising second- 
year FS Jermaine Phillips in 2003. A valuable special teams player 
who was the only rookie to appear in all 16 games in 2002, Phillips 
helped to offset the plague of injuries by appearing in 14 games with 
seven starts at ES and one at SS. Phillips, who also missed two games 
with a fractured right forearm, finished with 49 tackles, three forced 
fumbles, one INT and three passes defensed, 


In 2002, Tomlin directed one of the most productive secondary units 
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in the NFL, culminating with its performance in Super Bowl XXXVI. 
In helping capture the club's first Super Bowl tide, the unit recorded 
four of Rich Gannon’s five interceptions, returning two for touch- 
downs. FS Dexter Jackson's two first-half INTs garnered him Super 
Bowl MVP honors while Smith returned his two INTs for touchdowns 
to set a Super Bowl record. 


Tomlin’s secondary led a defensive unit that ranked first in the NFL. 
in pass defense in 2002, surrendering only 155.6 yards per game 
through the air. The defense led the league with 31 interceptions in 
2002 and Tomlin’s unit was instrumental in limiting opposing quar- 
terbacks to a 48.4 rating and just 10 TD passes. Under Tomlin’s 
direction, Barber continued to evolve into one of the premier cor- 
ners in the NEL. Following a 2001 Pro Bowl appearance, Barber 
earned AP All-Pro Second Team honors in 2002 as he finished sec- 
ond in the secondary and fourth on the team with 95 tackles. He 
also finished second on the team with 21 passes defensed and post- 
ed two INTs and 3.0 sacks in 2002. In his first full season as a start- 
ing CB, Kelly tied for first in the NFL with a career-high eight INTs. 
Kelly notched a career-high and team-best 23 passes defensed in 
2002, while also recording a career-high in tackles (78). As the 
leader of the secondary, Lynch made his fifth Pro Bowl appearance 
in 2002 and was named to the All-Pro team for the fourth consecu- 
tive season. Lynch recorded three INTs in 2002 and ranked third on 
the team with 96 tackles. Under Tomlin’s direction, Jackson was 
named Super Bowl XXXVI MVP after posting two interceptions in the 
victory over Oakland. Second-year CB Smith had a breakout season 
as the team’s nickel back. While only making two starts last season, 
Smith ranked third on the team with four INTs. He also excelled on 
special teams by posting 20 special teams tackles, ranking second on 
the team. 


Since joining Tampa Bay prior to the 2001 season, Tomlin has 
stressed the importance of fundamentals and techniques and the 
Buccaneers’ defensive unit responded by finishing fifth in the NFL in 
pass defense in 2001 and second in the NFI. with 28 interceptions, 


23 of which came courtesy of Tomlin’s secondary unit, Under 
Tomlin’s direction, Barber earned his first Pro Bowl selection after 
tying for the NEL lead with a career-high 10 interceptions and Lynch 
secured his fourth trip to the annual All-Star game after eclipsing the 
100-tackle plateau for the sixth straight season, 


Tomlin joined the Buccaneers after serving two seasons as the defen- 
sive backs coach at the University of Cincinnati (1999-00). At 
Cincinnati, Tomlin took over a secondary unit that ranked 11 [th in 
the nation in pass efficiency defense in 1998 and helped improve 
them to 61st overall in 1999. In 2000 under 'Tomlin’s guidance, the 
Bearcats ranked eighth in the nation in interceptions, as well as 
fourth nationally in total turnovers. Prior to joining the Bearcats, 
Tomlin had a short stint on the coaching staff at Tennessee-Martin 
and then spent two seasons with Arkansas State, coaching the wide 
receivers in 1997 and switching to defensive backs in 1998. Tomlin 
spent the 1996 season as a graduate assistant at the University of 
Memphis, working with the Tiger defensive backs and special teams 
units. In 1995, Tomlin began his coaching career as wide receivers 
coach at the Virginia Military Institute. 


Tomlin, i three-year starter at William & Mary, concluded his play- 
ing career with 101 receptions for 2,046 yards and a school-record 
20 touchdown catches. A first-team All-Yankee Conference selection 
in 1994, Tomlin established a school-record with @ 20.2 yards per 
catch average. 


Prior to 2002, the Buccaneers defensive backs coach participated in 
the “Bucs on the Beach” volleyball tournament, sponsored by 
Checkers, in which all proceeds went to the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation and the Glazer Family Foundation. In 2002 and 2003, 
Toniin also lent his coaching knowledge to “NFL 101,” a program 
that educates women on the terminology, formations, strategy and 
basics of football.

ART VALERO « RUNNING BACKS COACH 


Art Valero is in his first season as 
Tampa Bay's running backs coach 
after spending the last two seasons as 
the tight ends coach. Now in his third 
season with the Buccaneers, Valero 
helped lead the Buccaneers to its first- 
ever Super Bowl title in 2002.

In his new role, Valero will lead one of the NFI's most experienced and 
deep running back units. RB Michael Pittman, the team’s leading 
rusher the past two seasons, returns following a solid 2003 campaign 
in which he totaled 751 yards on 187 carries (4.0 avg,) and was the 
second leading receiver with 75 catches. Valero’s group will also be 
boosted by the comeback of Pro Bowl FB Mike Alstott, who missed 12 
games last season with a neck injury. Bolstering the running back 
position is a trio of recently signed veteran ball carriers, led by Charlie 


Garner. Garner, who ranks sixth in the NFL with 7,812 yards from 
scrimmage since 1999, signed with the Buccaneers this past offseason 
following three seasons in Oakland. Along with Garner, Jamel White 
(470 rushing yards with Cleveland in 2003) and Brandon Bennett 
(173 rushing yards with Cincinnati in 2003) joined the Buccaneers 
this past offseason. Both should provide contributions on special 
teams while also vying for carties in Valero’s backfield. 


Coach Valero’s tight ends proved to be a viable target for QB Brad 
Johnson throughout 2003, Valero’s unit totaled 38 receptions for 
369 yards (9.71 avg.) with five TDs. The venerable Ken Dilger led 
the group with 22 receptions for 244 yards (11.1 avg.) and one 
touchdown in 15 starts last season. Expected to team with Dilger for 
an imposing TE combination, Rickey Dudley was injured late in the 
preseason and did not rejoin the club until Week 11. In seven games 
With two starts in 2003, Dudley totaled seven receptions for 42 yards 
(6.0 avg.) and one TD. Adding depth for Valero was special teams 
maven Todd Yoder and undrafted rookie free agent Will Heller. 
Yoder appeared in all 16 games with one start in which he hauled in 
a career-high two touchdown receptions. Heller, a promising young 
tent, appeared in nine games with one start. 


Under Valero's direction, Dilger, Dudley and Yoder combined to haul 
in 52 receptions for 547 yards and five TDs in 2002. By compari- 
son, in 2001 the tight ends unit combined for a total of 39 receptions 
With four scores, Starter Ken Dilger's 34 receptions in 2002 ranked 
sixth on the team and he added two TDs. Three of Dudley's 16 
receptions went for TDs and his 12.0-yard average ranked second 
on the team for those with 10 or more receptions. Yoder's produc- 
tion increased each season through 2002 and he also ranked fifth on 
the team with 15 special teams tackles. 


Valero joined Tampa Bay after spending four seasons (1998-2001) 
as assistant head coach and offensive line coach at the University of 
Louisville. During his tenure, the Cardinals boasted one of the 
nation’s top offensive attacks, including finishing first nationally in 


total offense in 1998, averaging nearly 560 yards per game, Before 
heading to Louisville, Valero spent three years at Utah State (1995- 
97) as the assistant head coachy offensive line coach. 


Prior to that, Valero served as an offensive coordinator and assistant 
head coach at Idaho (1990-94), helping the Vandals to a combined 
record of 44-18, including four appearances in the NCAA Division I- 
AA playoffs. Under his direction, Idaho produced four 1,000-yard 
rushers, with Sherriden May becoming just the second back in Big 
Sky Conference history to record three 1,000-yard campaigns. In 
1994, Idaho finished first in the conference in total offense, rushing 
offense and scoring offense. 


Valero has also worked as offensive line coach for three seasons at 
New Mexico (1987-89) and served in a similar capacity at Long 
Beach State (1984-86) and Iowa State (1983). Valero originally 
began his coaching career at his alma mater, Boise State, from 1981- 
82 as offensive line coach. 


Valero has previous NFL experience with the Kansas City Chiefs 
(1994), Buffalo Bills (1996) and the New York Jets (1998), serving 
minority coaching fellowships with those clubs. 


Valero, a native of La Mirada, California, was a two-time letterwinner 
along the offensive line at Boise State from 1979-80, where he played 
on the 1980 NCAA I-AA national championship squad. He graduat- 
ed in 1981 with a degree in psychology and sociology. 


Last offseason, Valero lent his coaching knowledge to “NEL 101," a 
program that educates women on the terminology, formations, strat- 
egy and basics of football. Prior to the 2002 season, the Buccaneers 
tight ends coach participated in the “Bucs on the Beach” volleyball 
tournament, sponsored by Checkers, in which all proceeds went to 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation and the Glazer Family Foundation,

Joe Woods enters his first season as 
the Buccaneers defensive quality con- 
trol coach. This season also marks his 
first in the NFL after spending the pre- 
vious 12 seasons coaching at the col- 
legiate level. 


Most recently, Woods was an assistant coach in charge of the sec- 
ondary for three seasons (2001-2003) at Western Michigan 
University. In 2002, WMU's secondary posted 14 INTs and helped 
lead a defense that ranked second in MAC pass defense (179.5 ypg) 
and third in pass defense efficiency (115.3). The 2001 season saw 
Woods’ unit contribute to a pass defense that ranked first in the MAC 
and 17th in the nation. Under Woods, CB Ronald Rogers earned first 
team All-MAC honors in 2001. 


Prior to his appointment at Western Michigan, Woods spent three 
seasons (1998-2000) on the Hofstra University coaching staff, 
During his time with the Pride, the team made two trips to the NCAA

Woods spent one season (1997) coaching defensive backs at Kent 
State University before heading to Hofstra.

Tampa Bay's front office. Williams’ duties will include scouting, 
player evaluations and recruiting free agents, 


In six seasons (1998-2003) at Grambling State University, Williams 
brought one of the most storied programs in college football histo- 
ry back to prominence, compiling a 52-18 record as head coach 
after succeeding the legendary Eddie Robinson, who was at the 
helm for 57 years from 1941-1997 and re-wrote the record books 
as the winningest coach in the history of college football with 408 
career wins. 


“We are thrilled to welcome Doug back to our family,” said Executive 
Vice President Joel Glazer. “He was one of the cornerstones in the 
early years of our franchise as player, and his wealth of experience 
in coaching and scouting will be a major assel in our future," 


Williams led the Tigers to three consecutive Southwestern Athletic 
Conference titles from 2000-02 as they were named National Black 
College Champions during the same three-year span, He was also 
named SWAC Coach of the Year in each of those three seasons, and 
was also honored as Street and Smith's Black College Coach of the 
Year in 2000. Williams was a two-time finalist for The Sports 
Network Eddie Robinson (Division I-AA) National Coach of the Year. 


Williams, a first-round pick by Tampa Bay in the 1978 NFL Draft 
(17th overall), led the Bucs to the first three playoff appearances in 
team history (1979, 1981, 1982), including an amazing appear- 


ance in the 1979 NEC Championship Game in just the fourth year 
of existence, He propelled the team to three winning seasons (10- 
6 in 1979, 9-7 in 1981 and 5-4 in 1982), the only campaigns in 
franchise history with a winning record until more than 15 years 
later, in the 1997 season, Williams also guided Tampa Bay to its first 
NEC Central title in 1979, 

‘Tampa Bay's starting quarterback from 1978-82, Williams. still 
ranks among the leaders in club history in several major passing 
categories: second in touchdown passes (73), third in passing 
yards (12,648), third in pass attempts (1,890) and fourth in pass 
completions (895). Williams, who started 67 career games for the 
Buccaneers, was a two-time team MVP in 1980 and 1981, He 
ended his Tampa Bay career in 1982 as the all-time franchise 
leader in TD passes, passing yards, attempts and completions. 


“Doug has been successful at every level of football he has been 
associated with,” said General Manager Bruce Allen. “We think he 
will help us improve our team. His accomplishments here in 
‘Tampa were really stunning when you look at what occurred prior 
to his arrival, and what occurred after his departure.” 


In 1986, Tampa Bay traded the NFL rights to Williams to the 
Washington Redskins for a 1987 fifth-round pick, which was used 
on § Tony Mayes, who never saw action in a Buccaneer uniform. 
‘The trade followed two seasons for Williams with the Oklahoma 
Outlaws of the USFL, Williams led the Redskins to a 42-10 victory 
over Denver in Super Bowl XXII following the 1987 season, and 
was anointed the game's MVP after he set or tied several Super 
Bowl passing records, including most TD passes (4), most yards 
passing (340), longest pass completion (80 yards) and longest TD 
pass (80 yards), He was the first black quarterback to ever start a 
Super Bowl. Williams ended his playing career following the 1989 
season with the Redskins. 
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Williams has gained invaluable experience at many levels, includ- 
ing the start of his college head coaching career at Morehouse 
College in 1997. He also has previous NFL experience as a scout for 
Jacksonville in 1995 and as offensive coordinator for the Scottish 
Claymores of the World League in 1995, and tutored running backs 
for Navy in 1994, Williams also excelled on the high school level as 
head coach and athletic director at Point Coupee High School in 
New Roads, Louisiana in 1991, and in 1993, he was head coach at 
Northeast High School in his hometown of Zachary, La., where he 
guided the team to a 13-1 record and the state semifinals.

Last year, paid attendance averaged 65,755. The 16,913,944 tickets sold to the NFL's 255 regular-season games in 
2003 represented paid attendance at more than 90 percent of capacity. The top five paid attendance marks for a

TAMPA - RB Ahman Green's tie-breaking one-yard touchdown 
run midway through the fourth quarter capped off a 17-play, 98- 
yard drive as Green Bay snapped a five-game losing streak at 
Raymond James Stadium with a 20-13 win, The drive, which took 
9:42 off the clock, was part of a Packers rushing attack that 
totaled 190 yards on the day, including 109 yards on 21 carries 
by Green and 70 yards on 13 rushes by RB Najeh Davenport. 
Green Bay jumped out to a 10-0 lead behind QB Brett Favre's 
five-yard shovel pass for a TD to RB Tony Fisher and a 31-yard 
field goal by K Ryan Longwell. On the Buccaneers’ following pos- 
session, K Martin Gramatica connected from 24 yards out, but 
Davenport took the ensuing kickoff and returned it 56 yards to 
set up Longwell’s 33-yard FG for a 13-3 Packers lead. The 
Buccaneers trimmed the lead to 13-6 on the final play of the half 
with a 47-yard FG by Gramatica, which was set up by a 25-yard 
punt by Packers P Josh Bidwell and a pair of receptions by WR 
Keyshawn Johnson. Tampa Bay tied the game at 13 on the first 
drive in the third quarter when WR Keenan McCardell hauled in

Jones, who finished with a season-high 134 yards on nine car- 
ries, also added a season-best 61-yard run in the second quarter 
that set up Gramatica’s first FG of the game.

Story announces that, pending NFL approval, the Buccaneers have 
been sold to Palm Beach investor Malcolm Glazer for the highest 
price ever paid for a sports franchise. 


NFL APPROVES SALE OF 'TEAM (3/13) — NEL owners unani- 
mously approve Malcolm Glazer's purchase of the Buccaneers one 
day after the NFL Finance Committee gave its unanimous approval at 
the Owner's Meetings in Phoenix, AZ.

With the signing of second-round selection $ Melvin Johnson, 
Tampa Bay becomes the quickest team in NFL history to sign all

SALE OF THE TEAM IS FINALIZED (6/30) — Malcolm Glazer 
officially becomes the team's new owner after the sale of the team 
is finalized in Charlotte, NC. Bryan and Joel Glazer are named 
executive vice-presidents.

(10/26) —C Tony Mayberry achieves one of the more remarkable 
achievements in team history by surpassing Dave Logan's streak 
of 103 consecutive games started in the team's 10/26 contest ver- 
sus Minnesota.

MOND JAMES SHOOTOUT (11/1) — The Buccaneers run their 
Raymond James Stadium record to 4-0 with an eye-opening, 27- 
24 upset of the previously undefeated Minnesota Vikings. The 
Vikings’ only regular-season loss of 1998 is powered by a 
Buccaneer-record 246 rushing yards, including the first dual- 
100-yard performance in team history by FB Mike Alstott (128 
yards) and RB Warrick Dunn (115).

Bucs snag another former Vikings offensive lineman, signing 
perennial Pro Bowl G Randall McDaniel to a three-year contract.

VIKINGS (10/28) — Almost exactly one year after demolishing 
Minnesota, 41-13, in Raymond James Stadium on 10/29/00, the 
Bucs prove it was no fluke with a 41-14 decision over the Vikings 
on 10/28/01, FB Mike Alstott leads the runaway victory with 129 
rushing yards, tying a team and personal record with three rush- 
ing touchdowns. 


FIRST MNF ROAD VICTORY GIVES BUCS ANOTHER 
PRIME-TIME WIN OVER RAMS (11/26) — For the second 
time in two years, the Buccaneers defeat the St. Louis Rams on 
Monday Night Football, following up a 38-35 thriller in Tampa in 
2000 with a 24-17 victory at St. Louis in 2001. The win, which 


stands as the first road win for the Bucs on Monday Night Football 
in team history, gives the Bucs a measure of revenge in the stadi- 
um that saw their run to the 1999 Super Bowl come to an end 


BUCS RECORD THIRD STRAIGHT ROAD WIN (12/2) — 
During yet another December surge, the Buccaneers defeat the 
Cincinnati Bengals, 16-13 in overtime, when S John Lynch forces 
and recovers a fumble at the Bengals’ three-yard line early in the 
extra period, setting up Martin Gramatica’s game-winning field 
goal. Following wins at Detroit and St. Louis, the victory over 
Cincinnati gives Tampa Bay three consecutive road wins for the 
first time in franchise history. 


BUCS TIE SINGLE-GAME SCORING RECORD IN CRUCIAL 
WIN OVER NEW ORLEANS (12/23) — In a contest that would 
basically eliminate the loser from playoff contention and nearly 
guarantee the winner a postseason spot, the Buccaneers explode 
for 48 points in a blowout win over New Orleans. Taking a 30-0 
halftime lead, the Bucs cruise to the 48-21 win, tying the team 
record for points scored in a single game (also against Alanta, 
9/13/97). 


2002 

DUNGY DISMISSED (1/14) — The team announces that head 
coach ‘Tony Dungy has been relieved of his coaching duties after 
six seasons. Dungy posted a 54-42 record al the helm and led the 
Buccaneers to the playoffs in four of his six campaigns. 


GRUDEN INTRODUCED (2/20) — New head coach Jon Gruden 
is introduced at a press conference at a downtown hotel after 
becoming the seventh head coach in franchise history, Gruden, 
38, spent four seasons (1998-2001) as head coach of the 
Oakland Raiders. 


TAMPA BAY STARTS TRAINING CAMP AT DISNEY (7/29) - 
The Buccaneers begin their first season under new head coach 
Jon Gruden at Disney's Wide World of Sports Complex at Walt 
Disney World Resort, For the first time, Tampa Bay will conduct 
training camp «tt Disney after training at the University of Tampa 
since 1987, The Buccaneers are the first NFL team to conduct 
training camp at Disney's sports complex. 


GRUDEN MAKES BUCCANEERS DEBUT (9/8) — Jon Gruden, 
the Buccaneers seventh head coach, makes his regular season 
debut at Raymond James Stadium in a 26-20 overtime loss to the 
New Orleans Saints. Tampa Bay trails 20-10 late in the fourth 
quarter when they post a frantic 10-point comeback to send the 
game into overtime, The Bucs are forced to punt deep in their 
own territory on their third possession of overtime, P ‘Tom Tupa 
lines up to punt, but senses pressure and is forced to pull the ball 
down and attempt a pass. Saints LB James Allen intercepts the 
pass in the end zone, giving New Orleans the vcitory. 


TAMPA BAY DEFENSE STIFLES ANOTHER ROAD OPPO- 
NENT (10/6) — For the third straight road contest, the Bucs 
defense does not allow a touchdown and posts an interception 
return fora score in a club-record fourth straight game en route 
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to a 20-6 win over the Allanta Falcons at the Georgia Dome. The 
defense ties a then season-high with four interceptions—all in 
the second half—and adds four sacks against the Falcons, LB 
Derrick Brooks becomes the first linebacker in NEL history with 
three interception returns for touchdowns in a single season, 


RICE SETS NFL RECORD (12/1) —Ina Week 13 contest at New 
Orleans, DE Simeon Rice sets au NFL single-season record by 
recording his fifth consecutive multi-sack game, His three-sack 
performance against the Saints highlights a five-game streak that 
began at Carolina on October 27, during which he totaled 11 
sacks, 29 tackles, four forced fumbles and one pass defensed. 


BUCCANEERS CLAIM FIRST NFC SOUTH TITLE (12/22) - 
‘Tampa Bay and New Orleans enter their Week 16 contests with 
the Bucs holding a one-game advantage in the NFC South. New 
Orleans suffers a 20-13 loss at Cincinnati on Sunday, thereby giv- 
ing the first NEC South Division tile to Tampa Bay before the 
Buccaneers take the field the following night against Pittsburgh, 
‘The division title is the fourth in Buccaneers history. 


GRAMATICA LEADS BUCS TO FRANCHISE-BEST 12TH VIC- 
TORY (12/29) — Tampa Bay closes out the first regular season 
under Jon Gruden with its club record 12th win against the 
Chicago Bears in Champaign, 1. K Martin Gramatica kicks a 
career-high and team-record five field goals and the Bucs defense 
registers four interceptions in a 15-0 shutoul. The win also marks 
the second road shutout of the season for the Buccaneers and is 
the first Tampa Bay victory in 22 tries when the thermometer 
reads below 40 degrees. With the victory, Tampa Bay finishes 6-2 
on the road; the most wins away from home in franchise history, 
and secures the No. 2 seed in the NFC playoffs. 


2003 

BROOKS NAMED NFL DEFENSIVE PLAYER OF ‘THE YEAR 
(1/8) — LB Derrick Brooks, the Bucs all-time leader in tackles, 
garners NFL Defensive Player of the Year honors. As part of the 
league's top-ranked defense, Brooks led the team with 170 tack- 
les and tied for fourth in the NFC with five interceptions. Brooks 
was also selected to a club-record sixth-consecutive Pro Bowl in 
2002 (as was DT Warren Sapp). His four touchdowns on 
turnovers in 2002 tied for the second-most in a single season in 
NEL history, He later adds another touchdown on an interception 
return in Super Bowl XXXVI. 


BUCS ADVANCE TO NFC CHAMPIONSHIP GAME (1/12) — 
Tampa Bay qualifies for the NFC Championship Game for the third 
time in club history by defeating San Francisco 
31-6 at Raymond James Stadium in an NEC Divisional Playoff con- 
test. Tampa Bay races to a 28-6 lralftime lead, scoring touch- 
downs on three consecutive possessions in the first half, The Bucs 
force five 49er turnovers and keep San Francisco out of the end 
zone for the first time in 50 games (including postseason), 


BUCS CLAIM NFC TITLE (1/19) — Tampa Bay clinches its first 
NFC crown and Super Bowl berth with a 27-10 victory over the 
Philadelphia Eagles in the final game at Veterans Stadium. ‘The 
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Bucs defense forces three Eagle turnovers en route to securing 
the club's first postseason road win in franshise history. CB Ronde 
Barber paces an outstanding defensive effort and secures the vic- 
tory with a club-record 92-yard interception return for a touch- 
down late in the fourth quarter. 


BUCS WIN SUPER BOWL XXXVII (1/26) — The Bucs defeat the 
Oakland Raiders, 48-21, in Super Bowl XXXVI in San Diego 
behind a suffocating defense, setting Super Bowl records with five 
interceptions and three interception returns for touchdowns. It is 
the first NFL Championship in club history. At the age of 39, Jon 
Gruden becomes the youngest head coach to win a Super Bowl. $ 
Dexter Jackson is named the game's MVP as the Bucs’ top-ranked 
defense stifles the Raiders and the league's number one ranked 
offense. Tampa Bay limits Oakland (o just 62 total yards in the first 
half, the second-fewest in Super Bowl history, and finishes the 
game surrendering just 269 total yards and 11 first downs. RB 
Michael Pittman runs for a season-high 125 yards and WR Keenan 
McCardell scores two touchdowns. LB Derrick Brooks seals the 
victory with a late fourth quarter interception return for a touch- 
down and CB Dwight Smith sets a Super Bowl record by returning 
a pair of second-half interceptions for touchdowns. 


WORLD CHAMPIONS PARADE THROUGH TAMPA (1/28) — 
Following their 48-21 victory over Oakland in Super Bowl XVII, 
the World Champion Tampa Bay Buccaneers parade through 
downtown Tampa where more than 150,000 fans line the streets 
and crowd office buildings to celebrate the city’s first major pro- 
fessional sports championship. 


BUCS SIGN DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR MONTE KIFFIN TO 
A NEW CONTRACT (1/30) — Tampa Bay signs Monte Kiffin, archi- 
tect of the NFL's top-ranked defense, to a new, three-year contract. 
Kiffin, a head coaching candidate, is rewarded for designing the 
first defense since the 1985 Chicago Bears to lead the league in 
total defense, fewest points allowed and total interceptions. ‘Tampa 
Bay's defense allowed just 196 points in 2002, the fifth-fewest in a 
single season in NFL history during a 16-game schedule. 


SEVEN BUCS APPEAR ON PRO BOWL ROSTER (2/2) — 
Tampa Bay has seven players on the roster for the 2003 Pro Bowl 
in Hawaii; FB Mike Alstott, LB Derrick Brooks, QB Brad Johnson, 
$ John Lynch, LB Shelton Quarles, DE Simeon Rice and DT 
Warren Sapp. A total of six Buccaneers, all but Sapp due to an 
injury, see game action in the 45-20 AFC victory. 


BUCS RE-SIGN PRO BOWL LB SHELTON QUARLES (3/7) — 
The Buccaneers re-sign linebacker Shelton Quarles to a five-year 
contract following his first Pro Bowl season in 2002, Quarles fin- 
ished second on the team with a career-high 159 tackles and led 
the club with 21 stops in the postseason. He started all 16 regu- 
lar season games and each of the three playoff games in his first 
season as Tampa Bay's middle linebacker after three seasons on 
the strong side. 


BUCS DEFEAT THE JETS IN THE 2003 AMERICAN BOWL IN 
TOKYO, JAPAN (8/2) — The defending Super Bow! champion 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers opened the preseason with a 30-14 victo- 


ry over the New York Jets in the 2003 American Bow! in their first- 
ever international appearance at the Tokyo Dome. Tampa Bay, 
which played in the final game of the 2002 season in its victory 
over the Oakland Raiders in Super Bowl XXXVI, joined the Jets in 
the first game of the 2003 preseason in Tokyo, Japan. Tampa Bay 
also conducted a pair of practices at the Tokyo Dome in prepa- 
ration for the exhibition contest. 


BUCS DEFEAT EAGLES IN 2003 REGULAR SEASON OPENER 
(9/8) — The defending Super Bowl champion Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers open up the regular season with a convincing 17-0 
victory over Philadelphia in the Eagles’ first regular season game 
at Lincoln Financial Field. WR Joe Jurevicius caught a pair of sec- 
ond half touchdowns, including a spectacular fourth quarter 
scoring reception in which he deflected the ball over an Eagles 
defender, spun to his left and dove to haul in the improbable 
touchdown catch. Tampa Bay's defense limited the Eagles to just 
245 total yards as Philadelphia suffered a home shutout for the 
first time since 1998. 


BUCS POST SECOND SHUTOUT OF THE SEASON (10/26)— 
‘Tampa Bay forces three turnovers and limits Dallas to 178 total 
yards of offense as the Bucs post their second shutout of the sea- 
son, defeating the Dallas Cowboys 16-0 at Raymond James 
Stadium, The shutout marks the eighth in club history, including 
four over the past two seasons (2002 and 2003). 


BUCS RECORD-SETTING SACK STREAK ENDS AT 69 
(11/16)— ‘Tampa Bay, which had recorded at least one sack in an 
NEL-record 69 consecutive games, is held sackless by the Green 
Bay Packers. It was the first time the Bucs defense had failed to 
register at least one sack since October 3, 1999 at Minnesota. 
During that 69-game streak, the Bucs defense also became the 
first unit to register at least one sack and one takeaway in 50 con- 
secutive games since 1963. 


ATLANTA FALCONS NAME RICH MCKAY PRESIDENT AND 
GENERAL MANANGER (12/15) — The Atlanta Falcons name 
Rich McKay President and General Manager. McKay spent the 
previous 12 seasons with Tampa Bay (1992-2003), including the 
past nine years (1995-2003) as the club's general manager. 
Under McKay, the Bucs made five playoff appearances, won two 
division titles and captured the club’s first Super Bowl champi- 
onship in 27 seasons with a 48-21 victory over the Oakland 
Raiders in Super Bowl XXXVI. 


FOUR BUCS SELECTED TO THE PRO BOWL (12/18) - 
Tampa Bay has four players selected to the 2004 Pro Bowl: LB 
Derrick Brooks, WR Keenan McCardell, DE Simeon Rice and DT 
Warren Sapp. Brooks and Sapp are named to the Pro Bow! for the 
seventh consecutive time, eclipsing Hall of Famer Lee Roy 
Selmon’s club record of six total appearances and consecutive 
appearances at the annual All-Star game. 


2004 
ALLEN NAMED THIRD GENERAL MANAGER IN CLUB 
HISTORY (1/9) — The Bucs name Bruce Allen the third general 


manager in club history. Allen joins Tampa Bay after spending the 
previous nine seasons (1995-2003) with the Oakland Raiders, 
helping the team to three division titles, two AFC Championship 
Game appearances and a berth in Super Bowl XXXVI. 


BUCS NAME DOUG WILLIAMS PERSONNEL EXECUTIVE 
(2/12)—The Bucs reclaim one of the greatest players in club his- 
tory by naming Doug Williams personnel executive for the team. 
Williams, who spent the last six seasons (1998-2003) as head 
coach of his alma mater at Grambling State University, compiled 
a 52-18 record and led the Tigers to three consecutive 
Southwestern Athletic Conference titles (2000-2002). A former 
first-round draft pick by Tampa Bay in the 1978 NEL Draft (17th 
overall), Williams led the Bucs to the first three playoff appear- 
ances in team history (1979, 1981 and 1982), including an 
appearance in the 1979 NEC Championship Game in just the 
club's fourth year of existence. 


BUCS UNVEIL PLANS FOR NEW TRAINING FACILITY 
(3/17) The Bucs unveil plans for their new, 145,000 square- 
foot state-of-the-art training facility, promising a “world-class 
facility” that will be the finest in the National Football League. The 
spectacular and innovative facility will be built on the Tampa Bay 
Center mall site across the street from Raymond James Stadium, 
The signature of the new facility will be its breathtaking entrance, 
which features the world’s largest football towering nearly five 
stories tall. Since the team’s inception in 1976, Tampa Bay has 
been based at One Buccaneer Place, a training facility located 
near the Tampa International Airport. The new facility will take 
approximately 18-24 months to build and will be ready prior to 
the 2006 season. 


BUCS ACQUIRE WR JOEY GALLOWAY (3/19) — The Bucs 
acquire WR Joey Galloway from the Dallas Cowboys for WR 
Keyshawn Johnson.

Monday Night, 11/29/82 (ABC) — Tampa Bay 23, Miami 17: The 
Bucs intercepted five passes to pick up their first win of the strike-short- 
ened season, a 23-17 triumph over Miami before 65,854 at Tampa 
Stadium. Tampa Bay led 23-10 late, when Dolphins quarterback Don 
Strock hit tight end Joe Rose on an 11-yard scoring strike to cut the Bucs 
lead to six with 34 seconds remaining. Miami recovered the ensuing onside 
kick, but cornerback Mike Washington intercepted Strock on the game's 
final play to secure the win. 

Monday Night, 12/12/83 (ABC) — Green Bay 12, Tampa Bay 9 (OT): 
Veteran kicker Jan Stenerud booted a 23-yard field goal with 4:07 left in 
overtime to lift Green Bay to a 12-9 win over the Bucs before 50,763 at 
Tampa Stadium. Tampa Bay led 9-6 when kicker Bill Capece missed a 35- 
yard attempt with 2:49 remaining in regulation. The Packers then drove 65 
yards to set up Stenerud for a 23-yarder that sent the game into overtime.

The Giants, who entered the contest ranked third in the NFL 
in total offense (365.9 ypg.), could master just 212 total yards of offense 
as the Buccaneers forced four tumovers, After the team exchanged field 
goals in the third quarter - a 30-yarder by Bryant and a 21-yarder by K 
Martin Gramatica — Giants rookie CB Frank Walker intercepted QB Brad 
Johnson and returned it 56 yards for a score to cut the Buccaneers’ lead 
to 17-13 early in the fourth quarter, But Tampa Bay's defense closed out 
the game, stifling the Giants on their final two offensive possessions. $ John 
Lynch intercepted a Collins pass and on the following series DT Warren 
Sapp recorded his second sack of the game. 

Sunday Night, 11/30/03 (ESPN) — Jacksonville 17, Tampa Bay 10; 
WR Jimmy Smith’s diving 48-yard touchdown reception with 10:23 remain- 
ing in the fourth quarter lifted Jacksonville to a 17-10 win at ALLTEL 
Suudium. Smith and WR Keenan McCardell, teammates with the Jaguars 
from 1996-2001, became the 16th and 17th players, respectively, to reach 
the 700-reception mark as Smith finished with a game-high 10 receptions 
for 136 yards, while McCardell paced the Buccaneers with eight catches 
for 74 yards. Stifled in the first half, Jaguars RB Fred Taylor emerged in the 
second half, finishing with 118 yards on 29 carries to help the Jaguars run 
out the clock in the waning minutes with a pair of first down runs, 
Jacksonville jumped out to a 7-0 lead behind QB Byron Leftwich’s 10-yard 
scoring pass to TE Kyle Brady following LB Mike Peterson's interception of 
Bucs QB Brad Johnson. The Buccaneers responded on the following offen- 
sive series with an | 1-play, 56-yard drive capped off by Thomas Jones’ five- 
yard TD run to tie the score at 7. On the ensuing possession, LB Derrick 
Brooks forced a fumble that was recovered by CB Tim Wansley as the 
Buccaneers recorded 4 takeaway in their 53rd consecutive game. Tampa 
Bay took advantage with a 47-yard field goal by K Martin Gramatica as 
Tampa Bay took its only lead of the game. But Jacksonville responded on 
its next possession as Leftwich, who completed 20-of-34 passes for 224 
yurds and the aforementioned two TDs, drove the Jaguars down the field 
before the half to set up K Seth Marler’s 28-yard FG, tying the score at 10, 
Despite numerous chances, the Jaguars failed to score three times inside 
the Buccaneers’ 30-yard line, missing a pair of field goals and losing the 
ball on downs. But Leftwich found Smith in the end zone for the go-ahead 
score early in the fourth quarter, and Jucksonville’s defense kept the 
Buccaneers scoreless in the second half.

The first foray into the postseason was a successful one for the 
Tampa Bay franchise, which reached the playoffs in just its fourth 
year of existence, After winning the NFC Central with a 10-6 
record, the Buccaneers faced Philadelphia in the Divisional 
Playoff round after the Eagles had downed Chicago a week earli- 
er. Tampa Bay used a stingy defense (227 yards allowed) and the 
relentless running of Ricky Bell to prevail 24-17 in front of a 
home crowd of 71,402. The Buccaneers opened the game with a 
methodical 18-play, 80-yard march that drained over nine min- 
utes off the clock. On his way to a 142-yard rushing 
performance, Bell ran on exactly half of the drive's plays, gaining 
37 yards on nine totes, including a fouryard scoring burst 
around right end. Neither team advanced significantly on its next 
possession, but Philadelphia moved into field goal range early in 
the second quarter. After a successful fake field goal run was nul- 
lified by a delay-of-game penalty on the Eagles, K Tony Franklin 
came up short on a 52-yard attempt, Taking over at its own 35, 
Tampa Bay saw a 25-yard run by Bell called back due to holding 
but immediately compensated with a 34-yard pass from QB Doug 
Williams to WR Larry Mucker. Williams later fired a 26-yard pass 
to WR Isaac Hagins and an apparent TD toss to TE Jimmie Giles, 
but Giles was ruled to not have possession and the Bucs settle for 
a 40-yard field goal. Before the intermission, Tampa Bay was able 
to extend its lead to 17 thanks to a big play by the defense. NT 
Randy Crowder’s fumble recovery at the Eagles’ four-yard line 
just two plays after Tampa Bay's field goal set up a second 
Buccaneer touchdown, though it took four plays to cover that 
short distance. After an incomplete pass and two Bell runs for 
three yards, Buccaneer Head Coach John McKay elected to send 
Bell through the line one more time on fourth down and the 
third-year back followed a block by left tackle Darryl Carlton to 
reach paydirt. Philadelphia did manage to get on the board 
before halftime when LB Jerry Robinson intercepted a Williams 
pass at the Buccaneers’ 48 and returned it 37 yards to the 11. 
‘wo plays later, Jaworski hooked up with WR Charles Smith in the 
end zone to cut the Buc 
lead to 17-7. Philly then 
opened the third quarter 
with a 45-yard field goal 
| drive aided by WR Harold 
Carmichael’s tackle- 
breaking 39-yard recep- 
| tion and concluded by 
Franklin’s 42-yard kick. 
| The Bucs and Eagles then 
»| traded two more punts 
9 each to run out the period. 


On its second possession of the fourth quarter, Tampa Bay got 
what proved to be the decisive points when Williams hit Giles on 
a three-yard scoring pass that capped a 57-yard drive. Bell pro- 
vided the key play of the march with a 26-yard run around left 
tackle on third-and-two from the Philadelphia 49. Philadelphia 
answered on its next possession with a gritty 80-yard drive, twice 
keeping possession on fourth-down completions by QB Ron 
Jaworski. After a 13-yarder to Smith on fourth-and-11 from the 
50-yard line, Jaworski then found Carmichael for a 
37-yard TD. Following an unsuccessful onside-kick attempt, 
Philadelphia forced a Buccaneer three-and-out and went on one 
last drive in the final two minutes. Jaworski's fourth-down incom- 
pletion from the Buc 45 effectively ended the game.

In the first NFC Championship Game to be decided without either 
team scoring a touchdown, host Tampa Bay fell 9-0 to the Los 
Angeles Rams. In a reversal of the elements that brought the 
Buccaneers victory one week before in the franchise's first play- 
off game, Tampa Bay was held to 177 net yards of offense and sur- 
rendered to a pounding Rams running game that racked up 216 
yards on 53 carries. Three Buccaneer passers were limited to just 
five completions in 27 attempts and Tampa Bay did not penetrate 
LA territory until midway through the third quarter, Neither team 
scored in the first quarter, though Los Angeles threatened twice. 
On its second drive of the game, L.A. advanced to the Buccaneer 
18 thanks to two runs and one reception by RB Cullen Bryant for 
a combined 30 yards. However, fellow RB Wendell Tyler then 
fumbled on first-and-10 at the 18, with Buccaneer LB Richard 
Wood recovering. After a Tampa Bay punt, the Rams embarked 
on another drive deep into Buc territory, mostly on alternating 
runs by Bryant and Tyler. Tyler got the call on third-and-goal from 
the one on the final play of the first period but was stopped short 
by Buc DE Wally Chambers. On the first play of the second quar- 
ter, K Frank Corral opened the scoring with a 19-yard field goal. 
A combined five punts later, Los Angeles took over at its own 38 
with just under six minutes to play in the half. Using five of those 
minutes, Los Angeles advanced 58 yards on 10 plays, the largest 
chunk coming on a drive-opening 22-yard completion from QB 
Vince Ferragamo to TE Charle Young. When Buc LB Dewey 
Selmon stopped Young for a four-yard gain on third-and-five from 
the Bucs’ eight, the Rams were forced into a other field goal try, 
this one a successful 2 1-yarder. In the final minute of the first half, 
Tampa Bay drove nearly to midfield but Williams was interception 
in LA. territory by LB Jim Youngblood. The Rams took a 
6-0 lead into halftime after controlling the ball for almost 21 of 
the game's first 30 minutes. Neither team scored in the third 
quarter, though the Rams’ Corral tried a 37-yard field goal that 
sailed wide left.

The Buccaneers won a thrilling showdown with Detroit in the last 
week of the regular season to capture the NFC Central crown but, 
for the second time in a row, failed to score in the resulting play- 
off game. Dallas ran for 212 yards and four touchdowns on 46 
carries and held Tampa Bay to 222 net yards of offense in a 38- 
0 whitewash. Buccaneer QB Doug Williams was also sacked four 
times and intercepted four times as Dallas scored 28 second-half 
points. The first quarter, however, was scoreless as Tampa Bay 
repelled several Cowboy scoring chances. After an unsuccessful 
opening drive for the Bucs, Dallas reached Tampa Bay's 40-yard 
line but stalled when LBs Cecil Johnson and Andy Hawkins broke 
up a near completion from QB Danny White to TE Doug Cosbie 
on third-and-nine, Williams was intercepted by CB Dennis 
Thurman in Buccaneer territory a few plays later, but the Buc 
defense tipped away two passes and stopped RB Tony Dorsett for 
4 four-yard loss to force a quick punt. Thurman promptly inter- 
cepted another Williams offering three plays later, giving Dallas 
possession at the Bucs’ 47. A two-yard fourth-down run by FB 
Ron Springs and two third-down completions by White preserved 
a drive that bled into the second quarter and eventually ended in 
White's nine-yard scoring pass to WR ‘Tony Hill. The Bucs 
appeared to be responding on their next possession when a 20- 
yard pass from Williams to RB James Owens sparked a drive that 
reached Dallas' 21. However, Tampa Bay was penalized 28 yards 
on second-and-six when Williams was flagged for intentional 
grounding while trying to avoid a strong rush from DE Ed ‘Too 
Tall’ Jones. The drive ended in a punt one play later. Dallas added 
a 21-yard field goal drive after a short Buccaneer punt, giving the 
Cowboys a 10-0 halftime advantage. That lead was quickly 
extended after the intermission when Dallas put together a quick 
80-yard touchdown drive to open the third period. Dorsett 
scrambled for consecutive gains of 25 and 26 yards on short 
passes and RB James Jones ran six yards off right guard for the 
score. $ Michael Downs picked off a Williams pass later in the 
third quarter and returned it 21 yards to Tampa Bay's 33, setting 
up a Dorsett five-yard TD run. On the Bucs’ next play, Williams 
was hit by DT dim Dutton, leading to an interception by Ed 
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Jones. James Jones converted that turnover into a five-yard 
touchdown run after Dorsett had zipped for 21 yards on first 
down. On a drive beginning in the final seconds of the third quar- 
ter, Tampa Bay made its deepest thrust into Dallas territory on the 
strength of a 75-yard reception by TE Jimmie Giles. Giles was 
pulled down at the Dallas five, but a sack and a three-yard loss 
by RB Jerry Eckwood led to a fourth-and-goal from the nine. 
Under pressure from LB Anthony Dickerson, Williams missed 
Giles in the end zone. Dallas scored its final touchdown on the 
ensuing possession, driving 90 yards in nine-and-a-half minutes 
before RB Timmy Newsome punched it in from one-yard out. The 
Bucs’ last drive included a 23-yard Williams-to-Giles hookup but 


ended on a failed fake punt attempt.

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For the second straight season, Tampa Bay's playoff road began 
and ended in Dallas, where they had hoped to avenge a 38-0 
drubbing from the 1981 post-season, Though Tampa Bay actually 
led 17-16 entering the final quarter, Dallas once again moved on 
at the Bucs’ expense, scoring twice in the fourth quarter to earn 
30-17 win. The Buccaneers were outgained in total net yards by 
a wide 456-218 margin and had possession of the ball for less 
than 20 minutes of the game, but stayed close with three take- 
aways, five sacks and a pair of long touchdowns, Dallas cracked 
the scoreboard first with a 33-yard Rafael Septien field goal in the 
first quarter set up by Dextor Clinkscales imerception at midfield, 
After a Buccaneer punt, Septien hit another field goal from iden- 
tical distance, this one keyed by a 26-yard pass from QB Danny 
White to WR Butch Johnson that had a 14-yard personal foul 
tacked onto the end of it, Tampa Bay took its first lead of the game 
in the second quarter thanks to a big play on defense, With Dallas 
driving well into Buccaneer territory, White fumbled on third- 
and-six and ‘Tampa Bay LB Hugh Green recovered the loose ball 
and ran 60 yards for the only defensive touchdown in Buccaneer 
playoff history. Dallas promptly moved back into the Bucs’ half of 
the field on its next possession as White again hooked up with 
Johnson for 23 yards and found WR Tony Hill open for a 14-yard 
gain. The Buccaneer defense came up with another big play, how- 
ever, as S Mark Cotney redirected another White aerial and 
returned it 50 yards to the Dallas 27. RB James Wilder added an 
11 yard run from there, but the Bucs were forced to kick a 32- 
yard field goal when CB Ron Fellows broke up a pass intended for 
WR Gerald Carter in the end zone. Dallas regained the lead before 
halftime by putting together a 10-play, 75-yard drive culminating 
in White's six-yard TD pass to RB Ron Springs. Key plays on that 
drive included a 21-yard catch by WR Drew Pearson and a 13- 
yarder by TE Doug Cosbie, The third quarter was dominated by a 
pair of long drives. Dallas opened the period with an 84-yard 
march on 17 plays that ended in Septien’s 19-yard field goal. The 
Cowboys converted four third downs on the drive but missed the 
fifth when DE Lee Roy Selmon stopped RB Tony Dorsett for no 
gain at the one. After interceptions by Dallas’ Dennis Thurman 
and Tampa Bay's Neal Colzie, the 
Bucs countered with an 80-yard 
touchdown drive on six plays. 

WR Gordon Jones got more than 
half of that on third-and-eight 
from midfield when he caught a 
49-yard scoring pass, giving 
Tampa Bay a 17-16 lead. The 
Bucs then quickly got the ball 
back to start the fourth quarter 
thanks to two sacks of White, 
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one by Selmon, but $ Monty Hunter then turned in the game's piy- 
otal play, intercepting a Williams throw intended for WR Kevin 
House and returning it 19 yards for a go-ahead score. Dallas 
added an 81-yard drive later in the period, scoring a clinching 
touchdown on White's 10-yard pass 10 RB Timmy Newsome. 
Tampa Bay's offense then stalled and Dallas converted two first 
downs to run out the final nwo minutes.

In the team’s first playoff game in Tampa Bay since the 1979 sea- 
son, the Buccaneers dominated Detroit early, rushing to a 20-0 
third quarter lead before holding on for the 20-10 Wild Card vic- 
tory. Lion RB Barry Sanders, who came into the game in posses- 
sion of a 14-game streak of 100-yard rushing efforts and just the 
third 2,000-yard season in league history, was contained spectac- 
ularly by a swarming Buc defense, gaining just 65 yards and 
notching no carry longer than 15 yards. After two failed first- 
quarter drives for each team, the Bucs made the initial strike with 
a 40-yard field goal drive keyed by QB Trent Dilfer’s scrambling, 
23-yard completion to WR Karl Williams on third-and-one. 
Detroit's next drive stalled, too, but the Lions almost regained 
possession when Williams muffed the resulting punt. However, 
the ball bounced through several Detroit hands and out of 
bounds at the Tampa Bay 11, instead setting up the longest drive 
in Buccaneer playoff history. Fueled by a pair of first-round rook- 
ies—RB Warrick Dunn gained 29 yards on seven runs and catch- 
es and WR Reidel Anthony caught passes of 10 and 20 yards— 
the Bucs marched down to a third-and-seven at the Detroit nine- 
yard line. From there, Dilfer fired a laser over the middle to WR 
Horace Copeland in the back of the end zone. Detroit's next 
attempt to climb back into the game was quickly tuned back 
when CB Anthony Parker intercepted a Scott Mitchell pass at the 
Lions’ 39 and returned it to the 20, Three plays later, PK Michael 
Husted nailed his second three-pointer, this one from a 
Buccaneer playoff-record 42 yards out. Detroit moved into 
Buccaneer territory on its next possession but was stonewalled at 
the 45 when a fourth-and-one pass attempt fell incomplete under 
heavy pressure from LB Rufus Porter. The Bucs struck first again 
in the second half when, after a Detroit punt, Dilfer marched his 
squad 53 yards for a touchdown. FB Mike Alstott began the drive 
with a seven-yard run then finished it with a 31-yard pinballing 
burst up the middle that turned into the longest carry in Buc play- 
off history and Tampa Bay's final touchdown, Detroit's next drive 
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lasted 11 plays as Sanders finally got untracked for consecutive 
runs of 11 and 15 yards, but another fourth-down pass attempt, 
this one from the Buccaneers’ eight-yard line, fell incomplete 
under significant pressure from the defensive line. The Lions did 
manage a field goal before the third period ended, then tacked on 
a touchdown with their first drive of the final quarter, marching 
82 yards behind back-up QB Frank Reich. On the ensuing kick- 
off, a Buccaneer penalty forced Tampa Bay to start at its own five- 
yard line and the team quickly found itself in a third-and-five sit- 
uation from the 10, Any developing thoughts of a Detroit come- 
back were promptly denied, however, when Dilfer hit WR Robb 
Thomas on a crossing pattern that turned into a 52-yard gain,

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‘The Buccaneers trailed by just six points, 13-7, entering the final 
period but couldn't pull off the upset in Lambeau Field in a 
Divisional Playoff game as the Packers held on to a 21-7 win. 
Tampa Bay actually had the first scoring opportunity of the game 
in the opening quarter when a 51-yard drive positioned them at 
the Green Bay 25. However, DT Bob Kuberski blocked PK Michael 
Husted’s 43-yard field goal attempt and the Packers took over at 
their own 33. That preceded a 67-yard, seven-play touchdown 
drive for the Pack that began with a 17-yard Brett Favre-to-TE 
Mark Chmura pass and ended similarly with a three-yard Favre- 
Chmura TD hookup, The Bucs’ ensuing drive was much like the 
previous one, covering 50 yards and reaching the Packers’ 25- 
yard line, thanks in large part to a 17-yard pass from QB Trent 
Dilfer to WR Horace Copeland on third-and-nine. This time, a 
potential 43-yard field goal was eschewed in favor of a fake 
attempt, but TE John Davis was stopped for no gain after taking a 
shovel pass from holder Steve Walsh. The tide seemed to turn 
again in the Bucs’ favor two plays later when DT Warren Sapp 
stripped RB Dorsey Levens of the ball while 
making the tackle and recovered the fumble to give Tampa Bay 
possession at the Packers’ 30. Unfortunately for the visitors, 
Green Bay's defense held strong, forcing another ill-fated field 
goal attempt, this one wasted by a botched snap. Sapp, who 
applied constant pressure in the Green Bay backfield all day, 
recording three sacks, nearly got the ball back for Tampa Bay 
when he got to Favre and stripped the ball again on third down, 
but the Packers recovered and punted away. In the half’s final two 
minutes, Green Bay added to its lead with a pair of field goals, the 
second one set up by CB Tyrone Williams’ interception of a Dilfer 
pass that went through WR Robb Thomas’ hands. The Packers 
opened the second half with a strong drive into Buccaneer terri- 
tory, but S John Lynch and CB Donnie Abraham combined to turn 
them away when Lynch hit 
Favre as he was passing 
and Abraham made a div- 
ing interception of the | 
resulting errant pass. The 
Bucs then embarked on a 
94-yard drive, the longest 
ever in Buccaneer playoff |, 
history, to score a touch- 
down and pull within 
six. On third-and-11 from 
their own five-yard line, 
the Bucs got out of trouble 
when Dilfer hit a streaking 
Reidel Anthony on the 
sideline for a 52-yard gain. 
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Dilfer then found TE Dave Moore for a 28-yard gain over the mid- 
dle, setting up FB Mike Alstott’s six-yard TD run around left end. 
Packer RB Dorsey Levens matched that score near the beginning of 
the fourth quarter with a two-yard touchdown run, finishing off a 
drive that had been kept alive when WR Derrick Mayes’ bobbled 
reception on third-and-18 fell into the crook of Mayes’ leg for a 22- 
yard gain. Favre ran the ball in himself on the two-point conversion.

The Bucs rallied from a 13-point deficit to stun the Redskins 14- 
13 before a delirious gathering of 65,835 at Raymond 
James Stadium. The win propelled the Bucs into the NFC 
Championship Game for the first time in two decades, 
Washington ushered the league’s second-ranked offense into 
Tampa, but left with 157 total yards and no offensive TDs. After a 
scoreless first quarter, the Redskins struck first. Brett Conway 
booted a 28-yard FG, giving Washington a 3-0 lead that carried 
into the locker room. The Redskins then stretched their lead 
before many fans had returned to their seats. RB Brian Mitchell 
returned the second-half kickoff 100 yards for a TD. The return 
set an NFL postseason record and handed Washington a 10-0 
lead. CB Darrell Green later picked off Shaun King, setting up 
Conway for a 48-yard FG. Washington led 13-0 and the natives 
were growing restless. But S John Lynch intercepted Redskins QB 
Brad Johnson late in the third quarter, igniting a fire under the 
Bucs’ offense. King marched Tampa Bay to the Redskins 2, where 
FB Mike Alstott scored on a highlight-reel rumble, cutting 
Washington's lead to 13-7. Two series later, DE Steve White 
knocked the ball out of Johnson's hands. DT Warren Sapp recov- 
ered at the Redskins 32, setting up an acrobatic one-yard TD toss 
from King to TE John Davis. The Redskins got one more crack, 
but Dan Turk’s errant snap on a 52-yard FG attempt with 1:17 left 
punched Tampa Bay's ticket to St. Louis.

Tampa Bay remained winless on the road in the postseason 
(0-5) as Philadelphia dominated the Bucs in a 21-3 victory at 
Veterans Stadium.

Eagles RB Chris Warren 
aided the ground attack, gaining 82 yards on 
21 carries. Bucs QB Shaun King passed for 171 yards, including 
six completions to WR Keyshawn Johnson for 106 yards.

Tampa Bay advanced to the NFC Championship Game for the third 
time in club history (also 1979 and 1999) behind a suffocating 
defense and pair of touchdown passes by QB Brad Johnson as the 
Buccaneers defeated San Francisco at Raymond James Stadium. 
Tampa Bay jumped out to a 28-6 halftime lead, reaching the end 
zone on three consecutive possessions in the first half. FB Mike 
Alstott opened the scoring with a two-yard run and added his sec- 
ond scoring run with less than one minute remaining in the first 
half. Sandwiched in between Alstott’s two scores were scoring 
strikes to WR Joe Jurevicius from 20 yards and TE Rickey 
Dudley's 12-yard score in the second quarter. Johnson, who 
returned to the starting lineup after missing the last two regular 
season games with a right lower back contusion, completed 15- 
of-31 passes for 196 yards with two touchdowns and one inter- 
ception. Tampa Bay's top-ranked defense forced five turnovers, 
including three interceptions of 49ers QB Jeff Garcia. San 
Francisco, which entered the game averaging 22.9 points per 
contest in the regular season and put up 39 points in its Wild Card 
win over the New York Giants, were limited to just two first half 
field goals and 228 total yards. The Bucs’ defense did not allow 
the 49ers to score a touchdown for the first time in 50 games 
(counting postseason). LB Derrick Brooks, the 2002 NFL 
Defensive Player of the Year, posted seven tackles, one INT and a 
sack to pace the Bucs’ defense. Tampa Bay's secondary limited 
WR Terrell Owens to just four catches for 35 yards as CB Ronde 
Barber recorded an interception and CB Dwight Smith added an 
interception and a fumble recovery on special teams.

‘Tampa Bay, behind a suffocating defense, set Super Bowl records 
with five interceptions, including a Super Bowl record-setting 
three for touchdowns, as the Buccaneers defeated the Oakland 
Raiders 48-21 to capture Super Bowl XXXVII at Qualcomm 
Stadium for the first NFL championship in team history. Jon 
Gruden became the youngest head coach at age 39 to win a Super 
Bowl as the Buccaneers’ top-ranked defense stifled the Raiders 
and the league’s No. 1 ranked offense. $ Dexter Jackson earned 
Most Valuable Player honors for his two first-half interceptions 
and CB Dwight Smith returned a pair of second-half interceptions 
from 44 and 50 yards for TDs.

John Mckay, known for his unprecedented success on the foot- 
ball field and his wit off of it, died on Sunday, June 10, 2001 from 
kidney failure due to complications from diabetes at the age of 
77. With his passing, the Buccaneer family lost the man who led 
the franchise from its very beginning. 


Mckay spent more than 25 years overall as a head coach on the 
collegiate and professional level. The legendary coach compiled 
an overall head coaching record of 171-128-9 (.572). In 25 sea- 
sons as a head coach, McKay's teams won a college conference 
or professional division championship 11 times and advanced to 
postseason play on 12 occasions. 


McKay was named the first head coach in Buccaneers history on 
October 31, 1975. He coached the Buccaneers for nine seasons 
(1976-84) and compiled a 44-88-1 record. In just the 
franchise's fourth season (1979), he led Tampa Bay to an NFC 
Central Division championship, a playoff win over Philadelphia 
and the club's first appearance in the NEC Championship Game. 
McKay also coached the lone Hall of Famer in Buccaneer 
history, DE Lee Roy Selmon, the team’s first overall draft pick 
in 1976, 


He guided the Buccaneers to consecutive playoff appearances in 
1981 and 1982. McKay then led Tampa Bay to its second NFC 
Central Division championship in 1981, He was a part of the fran- 
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chise's inaugural win, a 33-14 victory over New Orleans on 
December 11, 1977. He later served as Team President during 
the '85 season. 


Prior to joining Tampa Bay, McKay coached at the University of 
Southern California for 16 seasons from 1960-75. He led the 
‘Trojans to four national championships and a 127-40-8 record 
(.760). McKay coached 40 first-team All-Americans during his 
16 years. 


In only his third season as head coach at USC in 1962, McKay 
guided the Trojans to his first national crown. He followed by 
capturing national championships in the 1967, 1972 and 1974 
seasons. His four national titles ranks tied with Notre Dame's 
Frank Leahy for second all-time, trailing only Alabama's Paul 
“Bear” Bryant’s six championships. In addition, his resume at 
USC includes three undefeated seasons, nine conference cham- 
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pionships, eight Rose Bowl appearances (including five 
victories), 14 consecutive winning campaigns and two National 
Coach of the Year honors (1962 and 1972). He also tutored two 
Heisman Trophy winners in Mike Garrett (1965) and OJ. 
Simpson (1968). McKay produced outstanding players at nearly 
every position at USC, including RB Ricky Bell, FB Sam 
Cunningham, QB Pat Haden, WR Lynn Swann, LB Richard Wood, 
*** OT Ron Yary and TE Charles Young. During his last four 
seasons at USC (1972-75), he also served as the school’s 
athletic director. 


Mckay served as an assistant at USC in 1959 before being 

named the Trojans head coach in 1960. He was also an 

assistant coach at Oregon from 1950-1959, McKay played 

one season as a defensive back at Purdue before transfer- 
*** ting to Oregon, where he lettered for three seasons and 
earned All-American honorable mention and All-Coast first-team 
honors. Prior to attending college, he served in the Army Air 
Corps in World War I. McKay was inducted into the College 
Football Hall of Fame in 1988 and into the Rose Bowl Hall of 
Fame in 1991. He was also a member of the 1994 inaugural class 
of USC’s Athletic Hall of Fame. 


McKay was born in Everettsville, West Virginia. He attended 
Shinnston High School (WV), where he was an all-state 
running back and a star guard in basketball. 


He and his wife Corky (the former Nancy Jean Hunter) had four 
children, sons John and Rich and daughters Michele and Terri. 
Rich now serves as President and General Manager of the Atlanta 
Falcons after nine seasons (1995-03) as Tampa Bay's General 
Manager, John served as General Manager of the 2001 XFL 
Champion Los Angeles Xtreme and also played wide receiver for 
USC from 1972-74 and for Tampa Bay from 1976-78.

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Lee Roy Selmon became the first Buccaneer player ever inducted 
into the Pro Football Hall of Fame on July 29, 1995. The 
Buccaneers’ first draft choice in 1976, Selmon proved to be the 
most outstanding player to date in team history. Drafted out of 
Oklahoma where he won both the Outland and Lombardi 
trophies during his senior season, Selmon went on to become the 
cornerstone of the Buccaneer franchise for nearly a decade. 


A member of eight All-America teams while with the Sooners, 
Selmon was an even greater professional. The Buccaneers’ 
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all-time career sack leader (78.5), Selmon anchored a ferocious 
defense which led the team to its first-ever NFC Central Division 
Championship in 1979. 


Selmon managed to establish numerous team records despite 
having his career prematurely shortened due to a herniated disk 
suffered at the end of the 1984 season. His lengthy list 
of Buccaneer records include: career sacks (78.5), sacks in a 
season (13) and career fumbles caused (28.5). In addition, he 
was named NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 1979 and NEC 
Defensive Lineman of the Year by the NEL Players Association four 
times (1979-80, 1982-83). His number 63 became the first and 
only jersey retired by the Buccaneers on September 7, 1986, 


Selmon’s on-the-field contributions were equalled only by his 
generosity off the field. He was a perennial contender for the NFL 
Man of the Year and the Byron “Whizzer” White Award for 
humanitarian service, Since his retirement, Selmon has remained 


highly-visible in community affairs. In addition to occupying a 
seat on the board of the Tampa Sports Authority, Selmon took on 
the responsibility of building the University of South Florida's 
football program. Selmon served as Associate Athletic Director at 
USF from August of 1994 until being named Athletic Director in 
June 2001. Selmon, who held that spot until 2004, was entrusted 
with the primary task of procuring funds for the University's suc- 
cessful efforts to form a football team. 


Selmon was born and raised in Eufaula, Okla. He has five 
brothers and three sisters, including Dewey, who played for the 
Bucs from 1976-80, and Lucious, who served as the linebackers 
coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars. Lee Roy and 
his wife, Claybra, have three children, Brandy, Lee Roy, Jr. 
and Christopher.

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In the long-established tradition of creating custom awards for 
the world of sports, Tiffany & Co. designed the Super Bowl cham- 
pionship rings presented to the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, winners 
of Super Bowl XXXVI. 


The fourteen-karat yellow gold ring incorporates the Vince 
Lombardi Super Bow! Trophy, an original Tiffany design featuring 
a football in kicking position, which the company has 
produced for every Super Bowl since its inception in 1967. In the 
ring’s depiction, the trophy base is set with three rectangular 
modified brilliant diamonds, the football is studded with a 
marquis diamond, and 50 sparkling round diamonds set in white 
gold surround the trophy. The ring’s bezel reads “Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers World Champions.’ 


Details of Super Bowl XXXVII and the Buccaneers are 
commemorated on the sides of the ring. On one side, the cities of 
the contending teams (Tampa Bay and Oakland) appear, along 
with the final game score (48-21), date and place of Super Bowl

XXXVI (January 26, 2003, in San Diego, Calif.), and 

the Super Bowl and NFL shield logos, The ring's 
other side displays the player's name engraved on a 
banner and captures the team’s undaunted spirit with 
flag logo, palm trees, and a seagoing pirate ship reminiscent 
of the Buccaneers’ own ship that is a fan favorite at home games, 


The ring reflects the close collaboration between Tiffany 
and the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in capturing the rich symbolism 
of the Super Bowl, the winning team, and the NFL. The awarding 
of the Super Bowl rings to the victorious Buccaneers 
followed the presentation of the Vince Lombardi trophy 
presented to the team on Super Bowl Sunday. 


In addition to creating the Vince Lombardi trophy, Tiffany also 
creates the Pete Rozelle trophy presented to the Most Valuable 
Player of the Super Bowl game. Named for the late NFL 
Commissioner whose distinguished career spanned nearly 30 
years, the trophy, a shooting star design handcrafted of sterling 
silver with vermeil, was first awarded in 1991 at Super Bowl XV. 
The Pete Rozelle trophy was awarded to Tampa Bay's Dexter

The $168.5 million facility was financed by a half-cent sales tax 
for community investment purposes that was approved by 
voters on September 3, 1996. A Florida sales tax rebate also 
funded the stadium construction, as did a portion of a tourist 
development tax. The remainder of the stadium's finances were 
provided by Buccaneers Owner/President Malcolm Glazer. Bryan 
Glazer and Joel Glazer, team executive vice presidents, oversaw 
stadium design and were responsible for the development of the 
stadium's unique fan enhancements.

The seats are accessible from a luxurious, air- 
conditioned club level that houses restaurants, sports bars, video 
walls, lounge seating and additional views of the field. 


LUXURY SUITES A total of 195 suites on three floors 
at mid-level along both sidelines offer absolutely the most 
luxurious setting to watch a Buccaneer game. Each suite has 
retractable glass windows, private bar and restroom and televi- 
sions that can carry other NFL action.

An instantly-recognizable Tampa Bay landmark, Raymond James 
Stadium includes some of the most unique stadium 
features in the world. It is a blend of modern design, classic 
appointments, state-of-the-art technology and historic influences 
that combine to create the most exciting and enjoyable game 
atmosphere in the National Football League. Some of 
the most extraordinary features include: 


In an effort to expand and enhance the overall game experience 
at Raymond James Stadium, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers con- 
structed a $3 million pirate ship extravaganza called Buccaneer 
Cove. Located in the north end zone of the stadium, Buccaneer 
Cove encompasses 20,000 square feet and runs the entire length 
of the end zone concourse. The Cove features a weathered, 
two-story fishing village facade from which a wide variety of sta- 
dium concessions, ranging from standard fare to more authentic 
Tampa items, are offered. Scattered throughout the area are a 
variety of beach hut kiosks offering additional concessions and 
other game enhancements. 


The centerpiece of Buccaneer Cove is the majestic, 103-foot long 
ship, an authentic replica of an early 1800s pirate ship, arguably 
one of the most recognizable stadium features in the world. 


The most menacing aspect of the pirate ship is its massive 9°x7" 
skull and crossed swords facing the playing field which features 
huge, glowing red eyes and a mouth that breathes smoke. 
Additionally, eight cannons celebrate Buccaneer touchdowns by 
releasing thundering cannon fire, smoke, and pirate beads into 
the stands. The ship will also be complete with working rigging 
and a crew to raise and lower its huge 32'x50' sails. 


Massive enough to be a striking image from any spot in the

The ship's dock serves as an interactive entertainment area from 
which patrons enjoy the most unique vantage point in the 
National Football League.

All areas of Buccaneer Cove and the Ship’s facilities are ADA 
disabled ramp accessible so that all fans can benefit from this 
unique setting. With a full menu of food and beverages, 
plentiful facilities and an excellent view of the action on the field, 
Buccaneer Cove is as animated as the 19th-century pirate village 
after which it is modeled. 
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Buccaneer Cove was designed by HOK Studio E and constructed 
by The Nassal Company. 


BucVision, which features two massive videoboards at each end 
of Raymond James Stadium, is arguably the most sophisticated 
video and scoreboard system in the NFL. 


The main attraction of BucVision is the sheer size of the two 
videoboards, each measuring 24 feet high by 92 feet wide, which 
is significantly larger than conventional NFL scoring systems. 


BucVision is not only larger, it is more technologically advanced. 
In addition to viewing plays from three different angles at each 
end of the field, fans are also treated to highlights from up to six

In its fourth year, the Foundation’s Back-to-School program donated backpacks 
to 10 different organizations throughout Hillsborough, Pinellas and Orange 
Counties. Over the past four summers, a total of 6,000 backpacks filled with 
school supplies and Buccaneers merchandise have been distributed. Some 
recipient organizations include NFL YET Centers, Haven Poe Runaway Center 
and Healthy Start Coalition. 


The Foundation teamed up with the U.S. Marine Corps Reserve (USMC) for the annual 
Toys for Tots drive last season. The event celebrated 27 years of the Buccaneers and the 


USMC partnering for the Toys for Tots program. The Marines collected thousands of toys 
from the generous Buccaneers fans at the game. 


For the fourth year, the Foundation teamed up with Raymond James and four Bay area food banks to 
help “CAN HUNGER" at last season's Buccaneers vs. Packers game. This annual food drive has con- 
tributed more than 125,000 Ibs. of food to assist community food banks. 


This past spring, the Foundation donated $52,500 to the Tampa Bay Sports Commission 
for its support of amateur athletic activities in Hillsborough and Pinellas Counties. The 
Foundation donates $7,500 for every Buccaneers victory and has contributed a total of 
$520,000. 


Last season, the Foundation teamed up with Winn Dixie and A Gift for Teaching 
to conduct a school supply drive. Representatives from A Gift for Teaching, an 
organization which provides classroom materials free-of-charge to teachers, 
collected school supplies as fans enter the stadium to watch the Buccaneers 
take on the Colts. Almost $10,000 worth of school supplies were collected and 
distributed back into the Tampa Bay community.
